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INTRODUCTION. 



Among the Collections of Dodsworth, deposited in the 
Bodleian Library, is a volume (cxlviii.) containing Tran- 
scripts from writings of the family of Plumpton of Plump- 
ton in Yorkshire. ^^ This volume consists of two parts : — 
1 . Copies of Evidences, many of which are very curious 
and important, being illustrative of ancient usages or con- 
nected withpublicaflFairs. — 2. Copies of the Correspondence 
of the family, from the reign of King Henry VIL Some of 
these are on public affairs, others relating to the private 
concerns of the family."* The originals from which 
Dodsworth made these copies are referred to by him as Sir 
Edward Plumpton's Coucher-book, and his Book of Let- 
ters; both which manuscripts have been of late discovered 
to be remaining in the library of Peregrine Edward 
Towneley, esq., the representative of a family, whose

members in former days were distinguislied by their 
labours for the jireservation of our gentilltious antiquities, 
and a gentleman, wbose constant urbanity lias on more 
than one occasion allowed a liberal use to be made of the 
manuscripts in his possession, in order to their being 
made a source of general gratification through the 
medium of the press. Avaibng themselves of this cour- 
tesy, for which they beg to express their thanks, the 
Council of the Camden Society have selected Sir Edward 
Plumpton's Book of Letters for their fourth publica- 
tion, with the view to preserve and make known such 
remains as may be conceived to tlu-ow light upon the 
domestic habits and social manners of our forefathers. 
The tenor of their occupations in everyday life is a sub- 
ject, upon which our information has been at all times 
scant and deficient. 

The Manuscript is a small folio volume on paper, and 
has suffered considerably in the lapse of two centuries 
from neglect or ill-usage, several page's, besides the cover 
of thin leather at the back, being at the present time torn 
away at the beginning of the volume, and at the end. 
When entire it contained tliree distinct series of Letters, 
formed of the several Correspondence of Sir William 
Plumpton, who died 20 Edw. IV. 1480; of his son Sir 
Robert, who died ISHen.VIII. 1623; and of other members 
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of the family down to the reign of King Edward VI. The 
Letters of the time of Sir William Plumpton have been 
first transcribed into the volume, though not at the be- 
ginning ; the copy of this portion was made conti- 
nuously between 8 Dec. 1612, and 1 Feb, following, as 
appears from the marginal notes : it extends from page 
151 to page 179 of the manuscript. Of the Correspon- 
dence of Sir Robert Plumpton, with wMch the volume 
had commenced, the first remaining letter now stands at 
page 2", and was originally the thirty-eighth of the series; 
this letter was copied 22 Feb. 1612-3, and those which 
follow were transcribed in succession down to 1*2 May 
following. This last date is at page 149 of the MS., 
but the blank space between the two series has been filled 
up with a letter to " Sir Richard Plompton, chapleyn, at 
Idell," copied 25 Dec. 1613. The later Correspondence, 
at the end of the volume, was begun to be copied 2 Jan. 
1 626, and extended over forty-six or forty-eight pages, as 
may be collected from the fragments of leaves yet remain- 
ing ; the last date of transcript now left is of the 19th of 
the same month. Below may be read part of a letter, 
having the name " William Hungate" written opposite in 
the margin j this had been next transcribed, and stood 
as the thirty-eighth of the series.*

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The order observed by the copyist was to transcribe, 
iirst, the letters of the personage whose correspondence 
formed the series, next the letters from Sovereigns, then 
those from Earls, &c. the i-ank of the writers being the 
sole classification adopted. Owing to this arrangement, 
the letters from the King, the Correspondence with the 
Bishop of Carhsle* relating to Perkin Warbeck Cprinted 
by Sir Henr^ Ellis, On'g. Lett. vol. I. 1st ser. p. 34J, the 
letters of the Earls of Surrey and Shrewsbury to Sir Robert 
Plumpton, together with two letters from himself, of which 
we find transcripts in Dodsworth and elsewhere, would ne- 
cessarily have to be sought for in that portion of the Cor- 
respondence with which the volume commenced, and are 
now consequently missing in its present mutilated condi- 
tion. Dodsworth was at Plumpton in 1G33; it is, therefore, 
probable that he saw the original letters : hut he does not 
appear to have made his transcripts directly from them in 

BaroDets of that name. The letter lias the direction To his worshipfull 
Matter tf'iUiam Flompton thit be delivered, and what remains reads as 
fallows : 

" Right worsbipfull Sir, In my most lowly manner I recommend me 
unto you for all kioJuess shewed lo me and all myue, and for (he 
good chear that yon, and my Mlstres your wife, maid me at my last being 
with you. And the cause of my wryting to you at this time .... 
yt will please you to call to your remembrance "

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any one Instance, as he heads his copy, " Tn Sir Edward 
Plumpton's Booke of Letters," nnd cites the letters as 
they stood numbered in Sir Edward Plumpton's Book,* nor 
does he notice any seals. The letters in Dodsworth (vol. 
cxLviii.) are twenty-four in number and are all yet con- 
taine<l in the To%vneley manuscript, save three; one from the 
Earl of Shrewsbury (on the same subject as Letter xxxi. p. 
65) printed in the Addenda, and two others from Sir Robert 
Plumpton to his wife on matters relating to his suit and 
household affairs, which will be found introduced into the 
Historical Notices of the Family of Plumpton prefixed to 
the Correspondence. In many instances, the copjist of the 
Letters notes on the page that " this letter hath a seal," but 
he unfortunately gives no description of the impress. On 
a blank space at page 192 this memorandum, has been in- 
serted : *' Mrs. Ann Scrope, daughter to Sir Edw. Plomp- 
ton, did die in December the 16, 1650. Lord Jesus rest her 
sowle in Heaven. Edward Cholmley;" andonthemargin 
of another page is scribbled, " Thomas Cholmley desiers 
Mister William Fairfax to sufer all he can posible for the 
good of the comonwelth, and long lookt for will come at

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last." Thf Cholmley family resided at Braham, Breame, 
or Braim Hall, in the immediate vicinity of Plumpton ; 
the year 1650 was the second of the Commonwealth, and 
the last writing contains an e\-ident allusion to the hoped for 
restoration of Charles II. At this period the Towneley 
family were connected by marriage with the Plumptons, 
and the Manuscript would seem to have been confided to 
the care of Mr. Christopher Towneley of Carr, the indefa- 
tigable transcriber; for in the year 1662 he made copious 
extracts from the Plumpton Coucher Book, and other 
books and papers belonging to Sir Edward Plumpton : 
it has probably ever since continued in the possession of 
his representatives. 

The Cartulary or Coucher Book of Sir Edward Plumpton, 
which has hkewise remained in the same custody, is a very 
broad folio volume on vellum, containing the deeds and 
evidences of the family, arranged in chronological order, 
down to the time of Henry VII. and which were begun to 
be copied from the originals 15 Mar. 1614, and so con- 
tinuously to 26 July 1616, 148 pages. At p. 149 et seq. 
are inserted copies of deeds relating to the Plumptons 
from an old Coucher-book of Fountains Abbey and from 
another of the Priory of Helagh, as also of such originals 
as were in the hands of a Mr. Bankes and other individuals : 
these were transcribed in the years 1616 and 1620. Next 
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follow Other evidences of the family, to the reign of King 
Henry VIIL, copied between 15 Jan. 1626-7 and 2 Feb. 
1G27-8, and written in part upon paper interleaved. At 
p. 259 are two deeds relating to property at Kirkby- 
super-Whsufe, "copied 29 Sept. 1628, by me, Edward 
Arthington," who likewise states himself to be the copyist 
in other places ; and at the bottom of the next page is, 
" Memorandum. Notes for Sir Edward Plompton, deli- 
vered by Mr. Dodsworth, 18 of March 1633." Pages 285 
et seq. contained an Index, now deficient in the latter por- 
tion ; and the volume has been bound up with some anci- 
ent Court-rolls of the manor of Plumpton, with which it 
terminates. 

From this Manuscript, and other sources, have been 
compiled tlie Historical and Biograpliical Notices of the 
fjimily of Plumpton wliicb precede the Correspondence ; 
where sucli of the evidences as ser\'ed to illustrate the 
social position of the successive generations, and to lay 
bare the economy of their private life, will be found ab- 
stracted at length, and in the words of the original. The 
Letters themselves have also been arranged, as far as pos- 
sible, in chronological order, so that the preliminary Bio- 
graphical Notice may serve the reader as a running 
commentary upon the text. Notes are, moreover, sub- 
joined in more immediate explanation of the matters al- 
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luded to, and in identification of the persons named in 
each Letter; without which, it was felt by the Editor that 
this domestic Correspondence of a family, however inter- 
esting from its antiquity, would be in great measure unin- 
tellipble, and of value only to illustrate local histor}'. But 
with these aids, it is hoped that the Plumpton Letters wiU 
be found to contain much that is of interest to the gene- 
ral reader, as leading him to an exact knowledge of the 
social condition of the English gentry during the half 
century which preceded the dissolution of monasteries, 
and the eventful era of the Reformation. 

To the Rev, Joseph Hunter, one of the Council of the 
Camden Society, and the compiler of a late Catalogue of 
the Dodsworth MSS., I am indebted for information re- 
specting the transcripts made from the Plumpton Papers 
by tliat judicious Antiquary, as also for the continuation 
of the Pedigree of the family from Sir Edward Plumpton 
to the time of its final extinction in the last century, 
and for a few valuable remarks introduced among the 
Addenda. To him, as also to Dr. Philip Bliss, and C. G. 
Young, esq. York Herald, I beg leave to express my 
thanks for their friendly communications.

The family whose domestic history, during portions of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, is brought into such prominent 
notice through the preservation of the present correspondence, 
derived its surname from the vill of Plumpton, situate within the 
parish of SpofiForth, in the upper division of Claro wapentake, 
west riding of the county of York, three miles distant from the 
town of Knaresborough. 

At the time of the Great Survey of England in 1086, of which 
Domesday Book is the record, the vill of Plontone » in Borge' 
scire^ which had belonged entire to Gamelbar under the Anglo

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Saxon dynasty^ was^ in as much as regarded the suzerainte of 
the fief, divided between two Norman followers of the Conque- 
ror, viz. William, from Percy in the Ddpartement de la Manche, 
a seigneurte owned by the great Norman family of Paynell, of 
whom he was probably the feudatory ; and Gislebert, apparently 
a member of the no less powerful house of Tesson, who ruled the 
tract of country in the Departement du Calvados, known as Le 
CinglaiSy of which Thury-Harcourt is the capital. In this man- 
ner the territory of Plumpton came to be divided into two manors 
respectively held of the honours of Perci and Vesci, the latter 
being the local surname of another Norman family, on one of 
whose members, named Ivo, the escheated fief of Gislebert was 
eventually bestowed.^ We learn further, from the same in- 



dently a remnant of the British name Caer, by which aU walled burghs were designated. 
The place of assembly was in a Berewick belonging to it, named Clare-tun, about 
four miles distant from the burgh, where, as usual, an artificial mound or hoh was 
raised, called from the tun, Clare-hoh : by a pleonasm, this spot has now the name of 
Claro-hiU. Claro grew erentually to be the name in common use, when the burgh 
was no longer the capital of the shire.

TVittfOfi, among the Normans, signified a badger; and that this was the sobriquet given 
to the lords of Cinglais is proved by their deeds, in which the name is often latinized 
Taxo, Much wider variations than these were, however, common in writing the 
same proper name, the scribe having to trust solely to his ear for catching rightly 
the sound of the name as pronounced to him, the subscription of the personage him- 
self to the document being simply a cross mark. It is absurd to suppose, as later 
genealogists have done, that the Great Standard Bearer of England under King Wil- 
liam, by which title of office Gislebert names himself in his charters, was of Anglo- 
Saxon parentage. The pretended marriage of Ivo de Vescy with the heiress of Tyson, 
which has hitherto passed current with our Baronagians, is merely the traditional his- 
tory resorted to in the time of £dw. II. to explain the descent of the baronies of Mal- 
ton and Alnwick ; such late genealogies, unless confirmed by contemporary evidence, 
must ever be received with extreme caution. It is certain, moreover, that Gislebert 
Tison left a son and heir named Adam, who in 31 Hen. I. rendered account to the^ 
Exchequer of the debts of his father, and of a fine not to plead for his lands until the 
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valuable record, that tlie manor in the Percy fee alone retained its 
value undiminished from the time of Edward the Confessor, the 
fee of Gislebert Tison in these parts having been laid waste, for 
the purpose, no doubt, of forming the royal chace, wliich acquired 
the name of " Knaresboroi^h Forest."'' A portion of the land

Tbe influence of Robert de Mowbra<r> tbs 
first Xorman Earl of NorthamberUnd, maj Lave in that cue drawn him in tu share in 
his rebellioD, which ended in tbe eipulsioo from their angniories of many Normui 
barons, whom the Chroniclers omit to name. Under Henry I. be was restored to 
grace, and re-instated in the possession of Holme- upon'Spaldingmare and of some 
portion of bis lands in Yorkshire, which he traoamitted to his heirs ; bat tbe itiieramti 
of the escheated honour was retained by Nigel de Albini and Ivo de Vescy, between 
whom it bad been already dirided by William Rufus. Even this result appears not 
to bare been obtained without contracting heavy debts in the maintenancB of a pro- 
tracted suit. 

' Sir Henry Ellis observes, in his notes to the Index of Tenants in capile in DomM- 
day, that the lands of Gislebert Tison, consisting of twenty-nioe msnors, were eri* 
dently forfeited npon the ravaging of Yorkshire ; ten had beloaged to Gamelbar, and 
one to Gacnel. Of iii which bad belonged to Gnmelbar, it is said, " Has terras habet 
GislebertuB Tison, sed waslie sunt omnes : tantummodo Biletone redd. iii. sol. redd." 
Of eeversl manors in Crsven no estimated value is giien. These sii manors are, 
howerer, all parcel of the forest of Knaresborough, and in a mountainoas and barren 
tract of country. If they were ravaged by the Conqueror's army in vengeance to a 
rabellioua people, then his forbearance seems moil eitraordinary. sparing tbe fertile 
cODntry nearer to Ms line of march, and Inmiug aside to spend his fnry on these 
wilds. The loie of the Norman princes for the ehace need not be dwelt upon ; and 
Domesday furnishes ample proof that entire wapentakes or hundreds were conterted 
arable into wood auil pasture, in order to give "scope and verge enough." 
Bectional division of the north riding of Yorkshire, called wapentake 
«f Girlestre, gave name to the forest of Galtree, which included within its vast circnm- - 
ference great part of that waiwatake, and of tbe adjoining ones of Bolesford and 
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was, however, permitted to be afterwards cultivated, upon pay- 
ment of a rent of five shillings ; but before the devastation, this 
manor, equally with the other, had been worth twenty shillings. 
The mesne-tenant in the vill of Humpton in 10S6, is named 
Eldred in Domesday; but this Anglo-Saxon occupant cannot, firom 
existing evidence, be presumed to have been the ancestor of the 
fiunilv who had afterwards the local surname. 

Before the first Sundav in Lent, in the vear 1168, William de 
Percy made a return of the knights enfeoffed of his honour, both 
of ancient feoffment of the time of Henry I. that is, up to the 
vear of his death, and of new feoffment since his death, with 
their nomenclature, in order that those who had not yet done 
li^:e homage, and whose names were not written in the roll of the 
King, might come in and do it before that Sunday. Of the 
knights newly enfeoffed, he names, ** Xigellus de Pluntona de I. 
miUte,"'' ♦ The earliest deed, among the ancient evidences of the 
&mily existing in 1612, was, it may be presumed, the one en- 
rolled in the pedigree of Plumpton, as entered in the book of 
Richard St. George, Xorroy, in his Msitation of Yorkshire : it 
contained a grant of a tenement and two acres of land in Plump-

To the time of the accession of Henry II, the ancient laws and 
fiscal system of the Anglo-Saxons had been allowed to remain by 
the conquerors, and the Norman occupants of the manors and 
villa of their expulsed predecessors were at first subject to the 
same burdens. Thus in the venerable roll of the Exchequer Re- 
ceipts in 1 130, we find payments for fcrras and Dancgeld, but no 
mention of knights' fees or scutage. The Normans had, however, 
introduced the continental mode of making granta of laud by sub- 
infeudation, of which an early instance ia the grant made to 
Robert de Bruis out of the Terra Regis, immediately subsequent 
to the General Sur\'ey of the country in 1086, and which is ap- 
pended to the record under the title " Hie est Feudum Rotberti 
de Bruta quod fuit datum postquam Liber de Wintonia scriptus 
fuit>" The universality of this practice naturally paved the way 
to the abrogation of tlie Anglo-Saxon constitutions, and the esta- 
blishment of a system of feudal tenure similar to what was the law 
on the continent of Europe. As a necessary consequence of this 
change, Danegeld and the former system of local taxation fell to 
the ground, and in lieu thereof scutage, or the payment of a certain 
composition in money for the personal service of the feudatory was 
Hitroduced. Yet here again the old usage was so far adhered to, 
that a return was required to be made of the number of carucatcs 
•in each vill; whereupon the composition for each knight's fee was

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yariously apportioned to a fixed number of carucates according to 
the capacity of each vill, and according to the greater or less num- 
ber of feofments made by the tenant in capUe, and the quantity of 
service he himself owed to the crown. In proof of this being 
the mode adopted, I may cite the return made of the carucates in 
the honour of Richmond and of the tenmantales or tythings in 
Gillingshire in the thirtieth year of the reign of Henry II., and of 
the knights' fees of the same honour of old and new feofment, 
secundum quod Scutagium debet solvi;'^ the above charter gives 
twelve carucates and a half to a knight's fee in Plumpton. 

In this reign, in the year 1 184, the name of Plumpton acquired 
a melancholy notoriety from an event, which I relate in the 
words of the earliest contemporary authority. " While the king 
was sojourning at Worcester with his army, with intent to make 
war upon Rhys-ap-Griffin, as is mentioned above, a certain youth 
was brought there in fetters, sprung of noble lineage, and whose 
name was Gilbert de Plumton, whom Ranulf de Glanvil, the 
king's justiciary, had in odium, and sought to put to death; lay- 
ing to his charge that he had ravished a certain maiden in the 
king's gift, the daughter of Roger de Guilevast, and kept her to 
him as his wife ; and that in the night-time he broke through six 
doors in the abode of the girl's father, and took from him a hunt- 
ing horn and a head-stall, &c. along with the said maiden. He 
added, moreover, that all these things he carried oflF by theft and 
robbery ; but the said youth in every point denied what was 
alleged concerning any violence, theft, and robbery ; and upon the 
issue, he offered to abide the law. But Ranulf de Glanvile wish- 
ing to make away with him, because he designed to give the 
same maiden (whom the said Gilbert had already known after their 
espousals) in marriage to Reiner, sheriff of Yorkshire, with her 
father's inheritance, further exhorted those who were to try Gil- 
bert to adjudge him to death ; and so it was done, for they sen-

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tenced him to be hung ; and whilst he was being led to the gibbet, 
intelligence was brought of the proceedings in liis case to Baldwin, 
bishop of the same city of Worcester. The which bishop, though 
in great grief for the condemnation of the youth, was, however, 
exhorted by his attendants to rescue him from death. They said, 
that he could legally do this, because it was a Sunday that same 
day, and upon it the Feast of Blessed Mary Magdalen. The 
bishop {who was a meek and good man) acquiesced in their argu- 
ments, and having mounted on horseback, quickly rode after the ex- 
ecutioners, who were leading the youth to the gibbet, and had now 
arrived at the place. Already was the youth with his hands bound 
behind his back, and with a green band covering his eyes, and an 
iron-chain roujid his neck ; the executioners being on the point of 
hoisting the youth up, as the bishop arrived with a multitude of 
people. Having alighted from his horse, and running up, he sta- 
tioned himself by the side of the prisoner, thus exclaiming and 
saying, " I forbid you, on the part of God and Blessed Mary Mag- 
dalen, and under sentence of excommunication, to hang this man 
on this day, because to-day is the day of our Lord and the feast of 
Blessed Mary Magdalen ; wherefore, it is not lawful for you to 
contaminate the day." The executioners replied, "Who are you?" 
and " what madness prompts you, that you have the audacity to 
impede the execution of the King's justice?" But the bishop 
with no less firmness of heart than of speech, rejoins, " Not mad- 
ness, but the clemency of heavenly pity urges me ; nor do I desire 
to impede the King's justice, but to warn you against an unwary 
act, lest by the contamination of a solemn day, you and the King 
incur the wrath of the eternal God." After some altercation, divine 
authority at length prevailed ; and at the entreaty of the bishop 
he who was bound is unloosed ; nevertheless, he was delivered 
over to the keeper of the King's castle to safe custody, and in the 
morning to be led again to execution. But the Lord Almighty, 
who never deserts those who hope in him, through the merits of 
CAHD. soc. 4, c 
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tte said bishop, granted a longer span of life to the said Gilbert. 
For when all these matters were reported to King Henry, who, be- 
fore judgment was pronounced, had withdrawn from the city, 
from that time forward he cherished the said bisliop with a greater 
love and reverence. Whereupon, immediately, on the same day, 
in the greatest haste, he sent his messengers to the keeper of hia 
castle, with orders that the youth should not be hung, but kept in 
prison until he should learn his further will in his respect. Be 
God blessed in every thing, who saves those who cry unto him, 
and delivered Gilbert out of the hands of those who bore him ma- 
lice, and rescued him from the snare of the wicked," '' 

Roger de Hoveden has abridged this narrative, and at the same 
time somewhat exaggerated the circumstances, making the pri- 
soner to have been already hauled up by the rope when the bishop 
interposed ; in dread of whose anathema the executioners slack- 
ened it, and again let him down to the ground. He also remarks 
that the knight was kept in prison by Ranulph de Glanvill till 
after the death of the king. Of the reality of this scene which 
casts such a stigma upon a great name, for to the instigator of this 
outrage we are indebted for the first treatise upon the forms of 
Anglo-Norman jurisprudence, those irrefragable documents, the 
Annates of the Exchequer, furnish corroborative proofs. There, in 
the return made by Ranulph de Glanvill, as Sheriff, for the ferm of 
the county of York in this same year, the sum of xiiiia. is entered 
in abatement for the expence of conveying Gilbert de Plumpton and 
his accomplices from York to Worcester ; ' and in the next year 
he renders an account as Sheriff de ^xixs. iiiid. de exitu terra Gil- 
berli de Plumton de dimidio anno.^ Tlie same county was admi- 
nistered by Ranulph de Glanvill down to the second year of 
Richard 1, when John the Marshal replaced him ; in the roll of

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that year, under the heading De Oblatis Curia, " Nigellus de Plum- 
ton reddit compotum de c. niarcis pro Uberatione Gilberti fratris 
sui et pro rehabenda uxore sua cum terra. In tliesauro Hii^'. et 
Ti'- et riii*'. Et debet xx marcaa." At the aarne time lleinena, 
Sapifer Ranulji de Glanvilla, improperly called Sheriff of York- 
: shire by the biographer of Henry II. reddit campolum de M. mar" 
1 tis pro fine suo et benevolentia Regis habenda et terria ems haben- 
disJ' Justice had, therefore, reassumed her sway, and the person 
in whose favour she had been tampered with was compelled to 
purchase forgiveness by a heavy fine. In the seventh of Richard 1. 
the same Gilbert de Plumplon was a debtor in ten marks for 
novel disseisin and recognition of title at Doncaster." 

In the IGth Hen. II. for some transgression in his afforested 
lands, Nigel de Plumpton was amerced at the assize, and the -'lie- 
riff of Yorkshire for that year, in liis account at the Exchequer, 
" pro wastis et assartis et forisfactis foresta; de Evervicscira," had 
acquittance for Gli, I3a. id. paid to Henry de Lacy, by precept from 
the King, de misericordia Nigelli de Plunton p The formation of 
Knansborough Forest, and its extension over part of the \-ill of 
Plumpton, has been already adverted to, and it may be as well 
shortly to trace the early history of the Honour to which the forest 
was appurtenant, especially as the heuds of the family of Plump- 
ton at !i later period exercised the offices of Master Forester and 
ConstableoftheCastle of Knaresborough for successive generations. 
Under Edward the Confessor, Burc, with three bercwicks and an 
extensive soke,constituted a royal manor worth ten pounds: in 108G 
the whole of the soke had been afforested, and the value of tlie 
manor thereby reduced to fifty-five shillings. King Edward had, 
also, Chenaresburg in demesne with eleven bcrewicks, when it was 
worth six pounds. At the time of the Survey the whole had been

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aS'orested, and subjected to an assised rent, as was usual in regard 
to forest lunds, of twenty shillings. In the reign of Henry I, 
twenty-two pounds (l)y tale) was the quota of these royal manors 
to the ferm of the county, which sum was abated to the Sheriff, 
as they had been given in ferm by that monarch to Eustace Fitz- 
John, wlio accounts for them separately in tlie Exchequer Roll of the 
31st Hen. I. which alone has come down to us. Eugtachiva filiua 
Johannis reddil compolum de xxii " numero de jirma de Burg et 
de Chenardesburg. In Iheiauro a^". Ht m aperihiis Regis de 
Chenardesbury, a-i^' per breve Regis. Et quietus est. It is thus 
certain that the Honour of Knaresborough did not descend to 
Eustace Fitz-John, as nephew and next heir of Serlo de Burg, the 
pretended founder of the castle ; but that he occupied it simply 
as custos, and that the works were carried on for the King. This 
story, which has liitherto past current, rests solely npon the tra- 
ditional " Stemma Fundatorum," inserted in the Cartulary of their 
house by the monks of Malton, which, like all genealogical legends 
of that date, will not bear the t£st of criticism. During the early 
part of the reign of Henry II. the ferm of " Burc et Cnardesburc" 
continued in like manner to be annually accounted for by the Sheriff 
of York. In the 2d Hen. II. the assised value was h.^;'i in the 6th 
Hen, Il.ithadrisen tolxiiii": but six'' of this sum was abated at the 
Exchequer by reason of the King's grant of lands and soke to Hugh 
de Morvill,n who doubtless had at this date the custody of Knares- 
borough, for he fled liither with his associates in crime after the 
murder of St. Thomas ^ Becket, In 1 177, according to Roger de 
Hoveden, Ilenrj' II, gave the wardship of the castle of Naresburc 
to AVilham de Stutevill, who had served with his father, the Sheriff 
of Yorkshire, as one of the principal leaders of the royal forces, at 
the time of the civil war enkindled by the partisans of the young 
King with the assistance of the Scots ; and it is certain, that either

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Iti this year, or soon after, his ser\-ices were rewarded with a grant 
of Knaresborough and Burgh, with the appurtenances, to him and 
hia heirs, to be held of the king for the slender 8er\-ice of three 
knighta' fees. The more favourable site of Knaresborough for de- 
fence, and the building of a castle there by Henry I., had, it seems, 
pTen a supremacy to Knaresborough over the old capital of the 
shire, so as to cause it to be named tirst in the grant to Stutevill ; at 
time the diversion from the hne of the WatUng-street, owing 
to the construction of a bridge over the Ure higher up the river than 
Burgh, where the passage had anciently been, probably helped 
forward its decay. Before the close of the reign of Henry II. ano- 
ther town bad sprung up in the vicinity of the new place of traverse, 
as appears from that monarch having granted franchises, which 
the Homines de Pont-de-Burc fined in ten marks to Richard I. in 
the sixth year of his reign to confirm.'' By Richard a line of 
two thousand pounds was exacted of William de Stutevill, for 
permission to retain unmolested possession of "Ciiarreburc cum 
pertinentiis." ' From King John William de Stutevill also sought a 
confirmation of his title, and he readily obtained from that pliant 
monarch a ratification of his father's charter.' From this great 
baron Nigel de Plumpton obtained the charter, wliich will be 
found alluded to as " the graunt of Stutvell" in Letter xxvii.

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William de Stutevill died before the feast of the Nativity of St. 
John the Baptist, 5 John, 1203, and his body was interred in the 
abbey of Fountains, his gift to that monastery of his fief in the 
Till of Kirkby Ousebum having attached to it the condition of 
sepulture." Robert de Stutevill, his son and heir, had not, at the 
time of his father's death, quite attained his majority ; therefore, 
on the 11th of July, Hubert Archbishop of Canterbury fined in 
the sum of four thousand marks to have the wardship and mar- 
riage, when Robert assented to his keeping the inheritance in his 
hands for four years, until he had got back his money, or un^l 
he was indemnified for his reasonable expenses.' Neither the 
Archbishop nor his ward, Jiowever, bved over the term ; and in 
the 7th of King John, 5 Aug. 1205, Nicholas de Stutei-ill fined 
in the enormous sum of ten thousand marks to have livery of his 
inheritance, vis. of the land his brother William had died seised 
as of his inheritance, exceptU caslello de Knareburg el Ponie Burgi, 
which were to be retained in the King's hands till the whole sum 
was paid ; and of all the lands in pledge that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury had had in his custody on the day he died.^ In this 
interval of time the King had issued a precept {21 Dec. 6 Joh, 
120-1), to the Sheriff of York to cause the forest of " Cnarre- 
burgh " to be restored to the state it was in when King Henry 
granted it to WiUiam de Stutevill, and to dehver it thus entire to 
the .\rchbishop.* Among the sufferers by this royal command was 
Nigel de Plumton, who, in February 1205-6, had to give a pal- 
frey for leave to hold his land of Rothferlinton and Ribbeston 
and the appurtenances, with the chattels in the same vill, until 
the King should come to York, they having been seized into

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the King's hands pro waslo /oresttF.'^ There the matter was inTCS- 
tigated] and the result was a fine of twenty marks for restitution 
of the land, which was paid into the King's privy purse at Not- 
tingham, 9 March 1205-6, by Brian de I'IsIe, the constable of the 
castle of Knaresborough, and the other officers in cliarge of the 
Honour^ In the 13th Hen. III. 1229, Hubert de Burgh, Earl of 
Kent, and Margaret his wife, had a grant to them and tlieir heirs 
of the " maneria Veteris Burgi et Ponteburgi et Knaresburg," 
with the castle and honour, knights' fees, soke, and forest, and 
all appurtenances, as also an assignment of the debt of ten thou- 
sand marks which the heirs of Stutevill owed to redeem the same ; 
but in 1233 this great favourite fell into disgrace, and was stripped 
of his vast possessions. In the next year the Honour of Knares- 
borough was conferred upon Richard, Earl of Poitou and Corn- 
wall, brother of Henry III. elected King of the Itomans;"^ after 
whose death, in 1272, it descended to his son, Edmund Earl of 
Cornwall.^ 

The Nigel de Plumpton spoken of above had died in the reign 
of King John, leaving Juliana de Warewick, his wife, surviving, 
between whom and Peter de Plumpton, son and heir of Nigel by 
his first wife, Maria, a fine was passed (14 et 15 Jahannis) of the 
third parts of the vills of Plumpton, Gersington, Idell, and Rib- 
Btaine, which she claimed as her dower.« Peter de Plumpton was 
of the party of the barons against King John, and had his lands 
seized ; but, after the death of that monarch, he did fealty and 
homage to his son, and was restored.f To him succeeded Robert^

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his brother, vhose son Nigel de Plumton died in the reign of 
Henry III. A jury sworn to take the inquisition concerning his 
lands and heirship, found that he held in Plumton, of the fee of 
William de Vescy, in demesnes, rents, villenages, and other issues 
from land, without the three dowers of three Domince, the value 
of ten marks two shillings and three pence ; of the fee of William 
de Percy, ten marks three shillings ; and in the vill of Nessefeild, of 
Peter de Percy, cviii" viii**, rendering for his land there xlii" per 
annum. They also found him to have held Geraitu/lon of Wil- 
liam de Percy, rendering one mark of silver per annum, and that 
it was worth ten marks four shillings and one penny, without the 
dowers above-mentioned ; and they say, that Uobert is his son 
and next heir, and of the age of four years and a half, and that 
the custody of the heir and his marriage of right belongs to Do- 
minas William de Percy. Further they say, that he held Idell of 
the Earl of Lincoln, worth five marks by the year, without the 
three dowers of three Domime. Tlie custody of the land in Idle, 
as not being of the Percy fee, was given by the King to Richard 
Earl of Cornwall, his brother, to hold till the heir was of age ; 
the writ to notify which matter to the custos of the Honour at 
Pontefract bears teste at Westminster, 10 Nov, 2y H. HI. 1244.

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the park of Helagh. It resulted from their title being now ques- 
tioned by his heir, that all right and claim in ecclesta de Colthorp 
were released to Sir Robert de Plompton by brother Henry the 
prior, and the convent of the same, under a charter dated at the 
Park in the month of February, 1274-5.'' The same Sir Robert 
de Plumpton, by the style of Robertas de Piomton,Jilius el Herea 
Nigelli de Plomion, confirmed to the noble and religious men, the 
abbot and convent of Fountains, a right of way through his land 
at Grassington (Garaington), pursuant to the tenor of the grant of 
one of his predecessors, the first Nigel de Plomton. This charter 
bears date at Fountains, A. D. 1275.' 

In the fourteenth year of the reign of King Edward, son of 
King Henry, on Saturday next after the Annunciation of Blessed 
Mary, it was agreed at Knaresburgh, between Edmond Earl of 
Cornwall and Sir Robert de Plumpton, that the latter and his 
heirs should have by way of fee (de cerloj half the amercements 
from attachments for transgressions committed de vtridi el sicca 
in the demesne woods of the said Sir Robert and his heirs within 
the forest of Knaresburgh, whether the acts of strangers or their 
own tenants, leviable in the court of the siud Earl and his heirs 
at Knaresburgh, to be received at the hands of the seneschal or 
bailiff for the time being; but not those from attachments for 
transgressions in cutting down timber or for waste. Sir Robert 
and his heirs were also to have the pannage of the swine a^sted 
in their own woods, and to be allowed to assart the demesne 
woods of Bircom, Lesley, and Halaugh, near Grimbald-brigg, 
and the hays growing in the cultures of Plompton on the east side 
of the ditch and hedge extending from Plompton to the bankside

This Sir Robert de Plumpton closed his career about the 23rd 
Edw. I. 1 295, and «-as the first of his family to lay aside the quaint 
device figured on the seals of his immediate predecessors, viz. a 
man riding on a Uon crowned, for the armorial insignia of his lord 
paramount, "the Sire de Percy," d'azur a la /esse engrele d'or ; 
which he differenced by having each fusil of the engr^ed feas 
charged with an escalop gules.' The eldest son of Sir Robert

This 
Sir Henry Byaufiz died in 13^5 ;P whereupon the manor of Bra- 
kenthwaite, together with lands in Plumpton, Follyfoot, Brahara, 
Kirby, and Little Ribston, which he had held by the curtesy of 
England, of the inheritance of his wife Cecilia, daughter of Wil- 
liam de Plumpton, (descended from Robert, son of Huckman,

ever.t Sir William de Plumpton had to his second wife Christiana,'' 
widow of Richard de Emildon, mayor of Newcastle in the reigns 
of Edw. I. Edw. II. and Edw. III. in the seventh year of which last 
reign he died,' She had re-married before ly May, 12 Edw. III. 
133B, being the Monday next before the feast of the Ascension 
of our Lord, for a settlement was then made of the manor of 
Grassington in Craven to hold to Sir William de Plumpton and 
Christiana his wife, and the heirs of Sir William, by Henry de 
SpoiTord, chaplain, as feoffee in trust.* The same Sir William 
de Plumpton was the founder of a. chantry, at the altar of the 
Holy Trinity, behind the high altar of the collegiate church of 
Kipon. The act of endowment is dated at iiipon, on Wednesday 
the feast of the Conversion of St. Paul, 20 Edw. III. 1345, and 
was sealed with the seals of Henry de Plumpton, the chaplain 
first appointed thereto, and of Sir William de Plumpton ; which 
latter bore the impression of a shield, and on it five fusils, with 
tlie name written in the circumference." He died 3G Edw. Ill, 
1362, towards the close of the year, as appears by tlie account of 
the feodary of the honour of Pontefract of that date, wherein is 
set down xxv'. as the relief of Robert de Plumpton, knight, for 
the fourth part of one knight's fee in Metl, after the decease of 
William de Plumpton, knight, his father.* 

Sir Robert de Plumpton was a deponent in tlie Scrope and 
Grosvenor controversy on the 17th day of September 1385, being

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then of the age of forty-five years, which places his birth in the 
year 13J1, and consequently posterior to his father's second mar- 
riage.' He appears from this deposition to have repeatedly served 
in the wars of his time. In 1372 he had gone on board the 
King's fleet, but falling suddenly and dangerously ill, and being 
unable to continue this sea voyage, he was compelled to go ashore 
at the town of Rye ; whereupon, the circumstances of his case 
having first been returned into the Chancery under the seal of

It was ia right of this dcaceut that the Midletona 
of Stockeld quartered the coat of Plnmpton, that is, of tbe aencacbals of Plnmpton. 
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Simon Burgh, Constable of Rochester Castle, a writ vas sent to 
the mayor and bailitfs of the town to exonerate him from blame, 
and instructing them to allow him, with John Heton, his esquire, 
and his two valets, to return home with all his equipage unmo- 
lested,» 

In the reign of Henry the Fourth, Sir William Plumpton, the 
eldest son of Sir Robert Plumpton, suffered death upon a scaffold 
for the part he took in the insurrection stirred up by his uncle 
Richard, Archbishop of York, whose sister, Isabella Scrope, his 
fether had married. In the history of this commotion in Poly- 
dore Vergil, he is represented as the chief actor, a statement 
which subsequent historians have not thought deserving of credit; 
I, however, venture to introduce his account into these Memoirs, 
because that writer's value as an historian appears to me to be 
sowewhat underrated, many of his details being evidently founded 
upon authentic documents, which have not survived the lapse of 
time, or which he may have wilfully destroyed, a practice imputed 
to this foreigner.

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" While Henry is thus attentive to his domestic concerns, Wil- 
liam Plumpton, a brave and daring knight, formerly of the house- 
hold of King Richard, along with some of the family of Tliomas 
Mowbray, marshal, whom we have sliown above to have died in 
exile at Venice, first excites the commons of Yorkshire and Bur- 
ham to revolt, and then collects together a great number of armed 
men ; and he conducts his proceedings with less circumspection 
than the nature of such an enterprise required, because his soul 
is mainly bent upon revenge. With him the Northumbrians 
also take part ; and, last of all, the Scots ; but these, as will be 
mentioned below, were not present at the outbreak. The King, 
meanwhile, informed of the design of the conspirators, for the 
sake of avoiding instant peril, took up arms, and, without a mo- 
ment's delay, marched directly to York ; and such was his dispatch, 
that he had arrived there before the movers of the revolt had any 
certain intelligence of his coming. William Plumpton is instantly 
taken, and with him some of his associates ; among whom was 
Richard Scrupp, Archbishop of York, who, although his name 
was in the highest repute for sanctity and virtue, nevertheless, ac- 
cusers were not wanting to make it suspected that treason attached 
to him likewise, inasmuch as he sought thus to avenge the death 
of William, his brother, treasurer of Richard, whom Henry had 
put to death at Bristol, as 1 have shown in a former book. 
Whereupon Henry, having summoned a council of his nobles at 
York, he ordained an inquiry to be had concerning the conspi- 
racy. At this meeting all unanimously pronounce sentence of 
death against Plumpton ; but as to the others, their judgment was 
more lenient. However, he having undergone capital punish- 
ment in the manner customary of old, the rest likewise are put 
to death, either by the axe or the gibbet." = 

The historian here falls into the common error of making Arch-

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bishop Scrope brother of the Earl of Wiltshire and thus betrays 
the aim of his narrative, as meant to extenuate the rebellion of the 
Archbishop as much as possible. This he does by imputing 
to him a motive of natural affection which could not exist, and by 
supposing him to play quite a secondary part, while he shifts the 
chief blame upon Sir William Plumpton ; whom also, as far as 
existing evidence goes, he falsely represents to have been of the 
household of King Richard, The verses formerly on the tomb of 
this unfortunate knight in Spoff^orth church tell a simpler tale : 

Miles eram dudum, Plompton Will'mus vocitatus, 
Preesulis atque nepos le Scropplis, hie tumulatus. 
Mortis causa sui, michi causa fuit moriendi. 
Mors capitis quippe nostrum male pressit utrumque. 
Anno milleno quater et C. sic quoque quinto, 
Penticostes me lux crastina sumpsit ab orbe.^ 

In the year 1405 the morrow of Pentecost fell on the eighth of 
June, the feast of St. William of York, which is the day mentioned 
by Hall as that of their decollation, " on the Monday in Whitson 
weke." This chronicler erroneously puts " Sir Robart" for Sir 
William Plumpton^ and is exceeding angry with the writers and 
story-tellers who spread abroad that miracles were wrought at the 
time of the execution of Archbishop Scrope, as to the King's being 
striken with leprosy, and the like. He doubtless here alludes 
to the History of the Martyrdom of Richard Scrope, Arch- 
bishop of York, by Clement Maidstone, where it is related, upon 
the authority of George Plumpton, an ecclesiastic of whom we shall 
speak largely in the sequel, who was an eye-witness, that on the 
day of the said decollation, 8th of June, great leprous pustules

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however, be believed to have Ijeen distorted hy the recollection of 
his father's execution, and by the wish, so natural to mortals, of 
seeing Heaven avenge our wrongs : the legendary should, at all 
events, have taken the precaution to look out for a more disin- 
terested witness, before he gave publicity to the tale- 
No act of attainder followed upon the execution of the rebels, and 
Sir Robert Plumpton, the father, obtained for himself a general 
pardon for all treasons and felonies ; to which effect I find letters 
patent from the King, bearing date at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 21 
June, 6 Hen. IV. 1105.^ He died 19 April, 8 Hen. IV. 1407," 
having by his will, dated 26th of February preceding, directed his 
feoffees, Sir William Gascoigne and Sir Nicholas de Middelton, 
knights, Richard de Kendale and William de Authorp, parsons of 
the churches of Ripley and Dighton, to grant the manor of Plomp- 
ton to Isabel " ma Irescker compaigne" for her life, with remainder 
to Robert son of William de Plompton, sow neveue, in fee, so as to 
secure to his relict a yearly jointure of fifty marks.^ Tliis lady was 
his second wife, and was of Kirkoswald in Westmoreland,s she 
being styled in the deed securing to her a future settlement, bearing 
date 12 July, 23 Ric. II. 1399, " Isabella quondam vocata de 
Kirkoswald." Of Isabella Scrope, daughter of Henry first Lord 
Scrope of Masham, the first wife of Sir Robert Plumpton, mention 
has been made. 

Robert de Plumpton, nephew and heir, was twenty-four years 
old at the time of his grandfather's death, and yet an esquire. By 
intermarrying with the heiress of Sir Godfrey Foljambe, knight, 
whose marriage had been contracted for in his father's lifetime, 
he added greatly to the wealth and importance of his family, by 
the acquisition of large estates in the counties of Nottingham and

Alice Plumpton was the mother of a numerous progeny, having 
had, besides her eldest sou already named, four other sons, and as 
many daughters. Some of these are named in the will of their 
grandmotlier Ellen de Gisburn, who, after the death of her hus- 
band, founded a chantry for the repose of his soul at the altar of 
St. Nicholas, in the church of St. Martin in Micklegate, in York, 
and endowed it with a messuage Ij-ing between the street of 
Nether-Ousegate and the cemetery of the church of St. Michael 
near the bridge of Ouse in York, near Cayllomhall and the river 
Ouse on either side, the advowson of wliich she entailed on her 
daughters Isabel and Alice in turn.""

tember following, being at the same time one of the executors^ in 
which capacity he had a further legacy of ten marks.^i Brian was 
party to a bond dated 3 1 Dec. 141 8,r but he^ as well as his brother 
Thomas^ who died 18 July 1420, was deceased without issue, in the 
lifetime of his mother; for by a fresh settlement, bearing date 12 
Sept. 2 Hen. VI. 1423, she gave all her lands and tenements, both 
in North-street York, and at Ripon, to her son Richard de Plump- 
ton and the heirs of his body^ paying thereout for the space of 
four years, to her daughters Isabella and Katharine, xx" a-piece, 
unless they died or were married within the term ; remainder to 
George de Plompton her son for life, to dispose of hereafter for the 
good of her soul and the soul of Sir William de Plompton her 
husband, and for those of parents, benefactors, and all the faith- 
ful departed." This disposition was carried into effect by the 
feoffees^ Richard de Kendale, rector of the church of Ripley, Adam 
de Wygan, rector of the church of St. Saviour in York, George de 
Plompton, and Nicholas de Thomby, chaplain, on the 5 th of De- 
cember following, she being then lately deceased.^ By her will, of 
which her sons George and Richard were executors, she be- 
queathed, among other legacies, to her daughter Isabella, ^^ unum

Richard de Plumpton had a pair of orisons of gold left him in 
the will of the Archdeacon of Richmond^ Stephen le Scrope ; and 
was an esquire in the service of Maud^ widow of Peter de Mauley 
the eighth^ daughter of Ralph Earl of Westmorland^ who^ 
after the decease of her husband in 1415^ held the extensive ba^ 
rony which had belonged to him for her life. In her will^ made 
1st Oct 1438^ and proved on the 4th of that months Richard 
Plumpton has a legacy of x^.^ His own will bears date in 1443^ 
and proves him to have had a grateful recollection of his mistress. 
Its tenour is as follows : — ^^ My soul I commend to Almighty 
God^ my body to be buried in the church of the house of St. 
Robert. All my lands and tenements in North-street, Tork^ and 
in Ripon^ I give and bequeath to George Plompton^ my brother, bro- 
ther John Craven, minister of the house of St. Robert, Sir William 
Normanvill, knight, Ranulph Pygott and Robert Crosse, esquires^ 
in order that they may arrange with the minister and house of St. 
Robert for a priest to say mass daily and for ever for the souls of 
my father and mother, my grandfather John Gisburgh, and my 

into the text. The other recorded the interment of Dame Isabella Plumpton, his mo- 
ther, and the^daj and year of her birth (24 Aug. 1337), in these lines :

George de Plumpton was, as I have already had occasion to 
mention, in the service of the church. To give him a title, Thomas, 
prior, and the convent of Landa, of the order of St. Augustin, in the 
count)' of Leicester and diocese of Lincoln, assigned him an annual 
pensionofxl'fortermof life, 4 Jan. 2 Hen. IV. 1-100-1 ;« and 3 Oct. 
4 Hen.V. 1416, being then a Bachelor at Law, he had a licence from

legiatea of Beverley, Ripon, and Suthwell, and breakers open of 
the parks belonging to the Arch iepisco pal see for the taking of 
game therein,'' In 1447 (12 Nov. 2G Hen.

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Plonipton, chaplain, had letters of institution to the rectory of the 
church of Bingham, in the county of Nottingham, upon the pre- 
sentation of Sir Thomas Chaworth, knight, from John, Cardinal 
priest of the holy Roman Church, titular of St. Balbina, Arch- 
bishop of York, and Legate of the Holy See,' and was inducted by 
proxy 2nd December following, by the ofBcial of the Archdeacon 
of Nottingham.™ This benefice he probably owed to the good 
offices of his kinsman, John Lord Scrope of Masham, Treasurer 
of England (26 Peh. lU Hen. VL 1431-2), who had intermarried 
with a daughter of Sir Thomas Chaworth, and whom the follow- 
ing letter shows to have been the patron of George de Plompton :

Within a year after his taking possession of the rectory of Bing- 
ham (8 Jun. 1448), Master George Plompton had leave of absence 
from the diocesan for three years from that date, by reason of his 
increasing years and great infirmities," during which term the rec- 
tory was let by him to farm to Sir Thomas Rempston, knight, for 
forty marks ;P but before 11 Feb. 1450-1 be had resigned the 
living to Sir James Swaledale, retaining, however, a pension of x^ 
annually for his Ufe.i About the same time [6 Nov. 29 Hen. VI. 
1450), he conveyed to feoffees, viz, the worshipfull fader and lord, 
Tho: Spofford, late byshop of Hereford, John Kexby, and Wil- 
liam Middelton, clerks, and John Snaith, preist, all the lands and 
tenements in York and Ripon which devolved upon him after the 
death of his brother Richard Plumpton, to hold to the uses of his 
last will,r which is dated 14th November following; he thereby 
declared his intent to be, that they should grant the same premises 
" to the preist that by the grace of God shalbe made chauiitery 
prest att the alter of Mary Magdalen in the parish kirk of Spof- 
ford in the county of York and to his successors, chauiitery preists 
of the same ; Trusting in God that I, mine executors, or some of

my said welle dispozed feoffez, ahall purchase and gett a licence of 
our soveraigiie lord tlie King to stablish, found, create, and make 
a perpetuall chauntre of a preist att the aforesaid alter to serve 
God, and especially to pray to God for the soules of William 
Plompton knight and Alice his wife, my father and moder, for the 
soules of John Gisburgh and Ellen liis wife, for my prosperity 
whilles I live in thia world, and for my saule after I have taken 
the universall way, and for the sanies of all them of whom said 
fader and mother, John Gisburgh and Ellen his wife, or I the said 
George, has had any goods of, and for the saules of all my fader 
and moder childer, and of all christen saules. Also, 1 will and 
grant, that after my decease and from the tyme that the morts- 
ment be made of my forsaid lands and tenements to the Chaun- 
try aforesaid, my nephew William Plompton, knight, and his heirs 
be the very patrons and giffcrs therof. Also, I will that for ever- 
more, induring the said Chantry, ray worshipfull fader and lord 
Tho: Spofford, late byshop of Hereford, be specially recom- 
mended in all the masses and sufirages to be done by the prest« 
thereof, through whose good lordship and gracious favor, with 
great costs, I trust in God it shall come to good purpose after 
myne intent aforesaid." • 

This venerable ecclesiastic passed the remainder of his life in 
the seclusion of Bolton Abbey in Craven ; and the last memorial 
of him that has been preserved is a licence from John Sendale, 
Canon of York Cathedral, Vicar-general of WiUiam, Archbishop 
of York and Legate of the Holy See, for Master George Plomp- 
ton to have masses celebrated in his presence in any fitting oratory 
within the monastery or priory of Bolton, for a year from the 
date thereof, viz. 4th Dec. 1459, 38 Hen. Vl. with leave for his 
servants to hear the same.'. To him at this place the following 
etter was addressed :

My best brother, I am sory by my troth that I shall nott aee 
youj and cum thus far as to York. God knoweth my intent was not 
for no fjreat gud that I thoght to desire, but I wott well now ye 
trusted the contrary. But, brother, it is not unknowne that I am 
right sickly, and my hart wold have bene gretly comforted to have 
Bpoken with you ; but I trow, and so doth my daughter, that ye 
be displeased, denyeing that my writing afore, because she desired 
a booke of you.

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Plompton, clerk, and Richard de Plorapton, esq. brothers of 
the said Isabetla, on the other part; by it the marriage por- 
tion was fixed at 80'", and she was to be jointured to the 
amount of lO*' per annum out of premises in the counties of 
York and Lincoln." Seisin was subsequently granted to Ste- 
phen Thorp, esq, and Isabella his wife, of lands and tenements in 
thevills of Frismersk and Attenwyk, in the county of York, in the 
Till of Lednam, and in the viUs and territories of Gowaell and 
Barowe, by Ralph Smith, chaplain, constituted (10 Oct. 4 Hen. VI. 
1425) attorney for the above feoffees, and for John Dysney and 
John Ascyn-'' He was yet an esquire, 19 Hen, VI. 1410-1 ;" but 
we have a proof that he was knighted afterward in the title of 
Dame given to his wife in the above letter, which presents a 
somewhat curious picture of the social habits of the time. We 
leam from it that an old infirm priest had with characteristic 
selfishness, at a time when founding chantries for the good of souls 
absorbed the wealth of the dying, refused to give even a psal- 
ter or primmer to his niece, or to make any present to his brother- 
in-law's chapel, and had even quarrelled with his sister for making 
such request. We hear also of a knight's lady left without a single 
female attendant, and of an inquiry for a poor kinswoman to be 
hired, if she be ffrong and can tcork for her pay. And lastly, we 
have a Dame with five servants in her train made to dance attend- 
gmce for an hour in the ante-chamber of a greater lady, and then

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dismissed, after receiving but strange cheer from the daughter of 
the houne, though the parties were closely connected by ties of 
kindred, in fact, cousins in the second degree. 

To return to Sir Robert Plumpton. He was a knight before the 
15th Jan. 1410-1, 13 Hen. IV. when he made a feoffment of his 
estates in Yorkshire to Henry Lord Fitzhugh, Sir Richard Nor- 
ton, William Fernian, rector of the church of Kirkby Oreblawer, 
and Richard Sudberi, rector of the church of Croston ; d and as such 
was chosen to represent the shire of York in the Parliament 
which met on the 3d November, 13 Hen. IV. 1411. In the same 
reign (1 July, 13 Hen. IV.) 1 find a grant by Henry Beau- 
fort, Bishop of Winchester, of an annual rent of xs'' sterling out 
of his manor of Whitteny, in the county of Oxford, pour le ban 
el grtable service que notre Irescher et ires bien ame Monsire Ro- 
bert Plumpton ckevaler ad fait et ferra en temps avenir." In 2ud 
Henry V. (14 Oct. 14M) Sir Robert Plumpton was Seneschal of 
the Honour of Knaresho rough, as also one of the Council of 
the King of his Duchy of Lancaster, together with Sir Roger 
Leche, knight. Chief Seneschal of the lands of the King of his 
Duchy of Lancaster towards the north part and elsewhere/ In 3d 
Hen. V. (15 Oct. 1415), he was retained to serve the Duke of 
Bedford for life, in peace and in war, having xx marks as his fee in 
time of peace, and the usual wages suitable to his degree in time of 
war, together with bouche liu coitrte for hiinseif, an esquire, and his 
two valets, when at tlie hostelry of the Prince, or in his company.B

Of 
this son, when in his twelfth year, the marriage was contracted 
for on the part of Sir Brjan de Stapilton, of Carlton, com. Ebor. 
knight, in behalf of his daughter Elizabeth, an infant of tiie same 
tender years. The agreement bears date 20 Jan. 3 Hen. V. 
1415-16 ; thereby Sir Brj-an accords, that a sum of ccclx marka 
be paid to Sir Robert Plumpton for the marriage, he agreeing to 
settle an estate of xx marks yearly in the vill of Kinalton on his 
son William and Elizabeth, and their issue. He was further to 
engage to make a feoffment to Sir Richard Redmayn, knight, 
John de Moute, esq.

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heira, or the heirs of Dame Alice his late wife, then the feoffees 
to convey the same to William and Elizabeth. Within a month 
after the death of his mother. Dame Ahce de Plumpton, Sir Ro- 
bert was to add x marks to the yearly rent out of K)Tialton; ex- 
cept in case Dame Margaret llempston or Tliomas Foljambe ' 
pre-deceased his mother, or that she herself happened to die dur- 
ing the minority of her grandson WiLiam. There were beside 
covenants for re-payment of the principal, in case of either of the 
parties dying without issue, or of divorce before consummation, 
as well as of a further sum of l marks for the costs of their 
maintenance. It was also stipulated that Sir Robert de Piomp- 
ton should not make any feoffment or estate to the disinherison of 
the said Wilham, his son, of the land which he held, either by 
descent, or curtesy after the death of Dame Alice his late wife; 
save only he might give rent-charges of xx marks each to his two 
younger sons Godfrey and Robert, with rigiit of mutual accretion 
in case of either of them being promoted to a benefice, or advan- 
taged by marriage, and of survivo ship in case of death. Also, 
he might jointure any future wife he might take to himself, 
so as the jointure did not exceed c marks. Sir Bryan de 
Stapilton and Dame Agnes his wife were to have the governance 
of the said William and Elizabeth during their minority, re- 
ceiving for their sustenance the rent of xx marks out of Kynalton j 
but in case Sir Bryan should happen to die, and his widow 
take a second husband, then Sir Robert was to have the govern- 
ance of the betrothed parties.'' 

In 1416, 4 Hen, V. Sir Robert de Plompton was Steward of the 
Forest of Knaresborough, as well as Seneschal of the Honour.

Sir Robert de Plompton made a further feofiFment of all his 
manors and reversions in Yorkshire to Henry Fitzhugh, lord of 
Ravenswath and Treasurer of England, Dame Margaret de Remp- 
ston, Dame Alice de Plumpton his mother, John Grene de Nuby, 
WilHam Ferman, parson of the church of Kirkby Orblawers, and 
John Brennand of Knaresburgh, on the 6th November 1416;"" 
the purport of which feoffment, by an instrument dated at Plump- 
ton, 1 April, 6 Hen, V. 1418, was declared to be for securing to 
Godfrey and Robert de Plumpton their annuities of xx marks each ;

Will'm Chamberlaine, Rob't 
Barden, Henry, Rob't of Morton, be left with the foresaid Robert 
as archers, for to serve the foresaid Robert for a twelve moneth, 
and to take for their service for the foresaid twelvemoneth for 
their fee, ilkane of them, si*, and bouch of Court, clething, & 
horsing ; that is for to say, the foresaid Rob't shall deliver unto 
ilkane of them a horse, and the foresaid John, Thomas, Will'm 
Chamberlain, Rob't Barden, Hem'y & Rob't of Morton grants 
truly to keepe watch and ward as langes to souldiers for to do ; 
and they that are ntt horsing of the foresaid Robert truly to pay 
unto him halfe the gude that they win })y war ; and they that are 
at their own horsing, truly to pay him the third parte at they win 
be were. And the foresaid Will'm Cowper to take for his fee ii 
marcs, clething, bouch of court, and a horse, and for to fullfiU and 
pay truly, and kepe watch and ward as it is said before.

In the following year, as we learn from an Inguisitio post moV' 
tern " and from the epitaph on his monument in the church of 
Spoffortli, Sir Robert Plumpton died. It was a tradition in the 
family that be was slain in France, his death occurring abroad at 
the time of the siege of Meauii ; but the epitaph reads simply, 

"Ilicjacet Robertua P'ompton, mil, nuper Senescallm de Knares- 
borouffh, el Alicia uxor ejm, Jilia 8f heres Godfridi Fofjamhe, mil. 
qui Robertua obiilS Decembria 1421, quorum animabus propilietur 
, Devs."' 

The issue of Sir Robert Plumpton and Alice Foljambe were 
three sons: 1. William, in his eighteenth year at the time of hia 
fether's death; 2. Godfrey, married to Alice, daughter and coheir 
of Thomas Wintringham of Knaresborough, by Alice daughter of 
John Dobson, before 3? Hen, VI. 1459;? 3. Robert, known only 
by ilia father's deeds of settlement; and two daughters, 1. Joan,

just before 28 Sept, 9 Hen. VI. 1430, being then a knight.'^ I next 
find him involved in a dispute concerning land with Ralph, Earl of 
Westmorland, which was agreed to be referred to arbitrators, viz.

In 14Heii.VI.1435-G, Sir William Plompton, knt. was a Com- 
missioner Tvith Sir William Gascoigne, Sir Robert Waterton, knts.

Gascoigne, and Robert Malleverer, to array men-at-arms, hoblers, 
and archers, in the Westrithing of Yorkshire, and to send them to 
the sea coast to repel the threatened invasion ; also to make muster 
of the said troops, and to place signals called Bekyns in accustomed 
and convenient places, to warn the people of the approach of the 
enemy.f To a deed of this Sir William Plompton, dated at Kenal- 
ton, 10 April, 17 Hen.

llIfiTORICAL NOTICES 



Knaresborough lind been included from the time of its being grant- 
ed in 1371 by Edward III. to John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster. 
During his tenure of office, a dispute as to the right of the tenants 
of the forest of Knaresborough to pay toll at fairs, was made the 
preliminarj' to a serious affray with the officers, tenants, and ser- 
vants of John Kemp, Cardinal and Archbishop of York, on the 
Sthof May,13 Hen. VI. 1141, in which liveswere lost. The par- 
ticulars of this affair may be collected from the following declara- 
tion, which, as it serves to illustrate the manners of the times, I 
set forth entire. 

" Please the King of his grace to be rememhred how that his 
tenants of the forest of Knaresbrough have sewed continually 
unto his htghnes since Michaelmas terme was thre years, and all 
for his right, desyring by all the bills given to his highnes, that the 
matter of the right of toll might take such end as his law would ; 
tlie whilk unto this day could not be had, but ever hath bene ad- 
iouraed and delayed from tearme to tearme. And the said Arch- 
bishop hath, all the said t}-me of suite of the said Kings tenants, 
hath kept his towne of Ri]ion at fair tymes by night, like a towne 
of warr, with souldiers hired for their wages Uke as it had bene in 
the land of warr, so that none of the Kings said tenants might, ne 
durst, come att the towne of Ripon, all the said tearme of tlire 
yearns, to utter their caffer, wherewith to pay his farme att tearmea 
accustomed, for dread of death. Now late this last fair tyme, the 
Archbishop' officers by his commaundement kept the said towne 
of Ripon like a towne of warr, with souldiers waged thither out of 
Tindale and Hexhamshire and of other partes nigh unto Scotland, 
into the number of cc men of armes, rideing and comeing fro the 
said parts unto Ripon hkc men of were, with brest plate, vambraca 
and rerebnice, greves and quischers, gorgett and salett, long spears 
and lancegayes ; and the simplest arrayed of all the said persons 
had either a gestiment, or a hawburgon, or a thick jack, upon him, 
and cither a prickuighate or a sallett upon their heads ; and there 
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came out of Beverley, Cawood, and Yorke into the number of an 
c persons in likewise arraied,save only speares, lancegMes and breast 
plate. And the said people, with many other persons of Ripon and 
Otlay, kept the said towneof Ripon likeatowne of warr,tBkeing some 
vi** a day, and xii'' a day, and bouch of court, thus waged by Hugh 
Pakham.' And they went robling up the said towne and downe; 
they said openly (it was the most continuall language that they 
had during the said faire), ' Would God there knaves and lads of 
the forest would come hider that we might have a /aire day upon 
them,' and other words of great scome, rebuke, and provokeing. 
And this said fellowship, when the faire was done, saw that none 
of the said forest came thither, so that they might have nothing a 
doe with them, abode all a day after the faire in the said towne of 
Ripon, that is to say, on thursday the iiij"' day of Maie, to take 
purpose what they would do, or they went out of the country ; for 
the marchmen were ashamed to come so farr, and not to be noysed 
with none affray, or they went out of the Country. And so that 
day the marchmen, by the advice of tlieir persons, took to pur- 
pose that they would ride to Yorke with the other persons of York, 
Cawood, and Beverley, that was xxx miles and more out of their 
way, and that they would ride throughout Burghbrigg, a towne of 
the Lordship of Knaresburgh. And certaine persons of Ripon that 
were well willing unto the aforesaid tenants of Knaresburgh send 
word unto the said towne of Burghbrigg of their purpose, and the 
aforesaid tenants of Burghbrigg send word unto Sir William Plomp- 
ton, that is Justice of and Steward of the said Lordship, of their 
purpose ; and he sent word againe to Burghbrigg, on the said 
thursday at even, that the balif nith the tenants of the said 
towne should keep the said towne all that night unto the mome 
■, that was Friday the v"" day of Maie, unto he came himself 
! the peace kept, and the good rule and the demeyning of the 

lugh Pakenbam or PagaBin wia brother of the Treunrer of York CBthedrBl. A 
[ fctlei' from bim to Sir WillUm Pluinptoa will be found among tbe Correipoadence. 
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said towne. And that said nighte certaine persona, into the num- 
ber of forty persons, went out of the said Lordsliip by nightertale 
tliat none of the officers wiste of, over the water of Yure, and 
went unto Tliomton brigg, the whilk is two miles and more fro 
Burghbrigg, to the intent to liave arreasted certaine persons that 
had spoyled and fairen foule with one of the aforesaid tenants wife 
of the said forest, att the said towne of Ripon, on a market day late 
afore this last faire. And on the friday the said v"^ of Maie, Sir 
William Plompton with other officers came to Burghbrig or the 
sun rose, and with hira into xxiiij persons, for the keping of the 
peace ; and spirred of the said tenants of the aforesaid towne of 
the governance and nile that night, and they lett him witt of their 
persons that were gone out on the said night ; and he sent a man 
to them in all tliat he might ride, and charged them on the Kings 
behalf to come againe to the said towne of Burghbrig. And, or 
the messenger was ridden half a mile without the said towne of 
Burghbrig, he was perceived of all the said souldiers of the march- 
men, andofYorke, Beverley, Cawood, Otlay, and all of Ripon 
that they might gett, how they went riding to the said Thornton- 
brig, where the said forty persons lay ; for the souldiers were 
warned by a spie of the said small fellowship that were so gone 
out att night, and so changed their purpose fro Burghbrig, and 
thought to have overridden and slayne this said forty persons that 
lay at Thorntonbrig. And this said messenger seing this great 
sight of arrayed people, and how they rode the high way unto 
Thorntonbriggc, rode againe in all that he might unto the stud Sir 
W™ Plompton and told him all the case. And he, with officers of 
the said forest, rode to themward in all that they might pricke, to 
thintent to have mett and treate with them of Ripon in saving and 
keeping of the peace, or they had met with these forty persons, 
that lay at the said brigg, that knew not of them, nor of their 
great strengthe, till they sodainly mett and affrayed togeather. 
And so the said Sir William Plompton, with the aforesaid other 
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officers, rode to them, and peaced all tljat they might, so that 
wer ne he had bene there, had mickle mischief fallen ; and the said 
Sir William, with other officers, saved and kept all that were over- 
comen like to have bene mischeived, and brought them into such 
ward as they desired : and this shalbe soothed in all that truthe 
requires," 

The Cardinal Archbishop of York had some time previous to 
this affray made complaint to the King in writing at his manor 
of Kenington, of the riotous behaviour of those dwelling within 
the verge of the forest, and had obtained letters under the royal 
signet addressed to Sir William Plompton and others his officers in 
the lordship of Knaresborough; by which the King straitly charged 
him, and by him as well all his tenants and the inhabitants of the 
said lordship, to keep the peace toward the said Cardinal and Arch- 
bishop and his otBcers and tenants, mainly, of his lordship of 
Ripon. He now exhibited a fresh bill of complaint, headed, " Thes 
bene the artikles of the Cardinall of Yorke of the offences and 
occasion done by Sir William of Plompton, Thomas Beckwith, 
and other misdoers and rioters of the forest of Knaresbroughe." 

By the first of these articles it is set forth, " That Thomas of 
Beckwith, John Kawks, Wilham Wakefeild, John Beckwith of 
Killinghall, and many others of the said forest of Knaresborough, 
and with as they had assocyed to the number of dcc persons or 
thereabouts, be the covyne and assent of Sir William Plompton, 
knight, arrayed in manner of war, and in ryotous wise assembled 
and gadred the xxiif" day of July, the xviii yeare of the reigne of 
our Lord the King, against his peace and laws, went the same day to 
Ottlay, the faire the said towne that tyme being, (the which towne 
and faire are the said Cardinall and Archbishop as in right of his 
church of Yorke,) not to buy nor make frut of march andize their, 
but rather disposed to bete, as it is semed, wholen and be manassys 
pretying ; and their said forcible comeing put Robert Malleverer, 
steward, John Thore^by, balif, and otlier of the said Cardinall and 
CAUO. soc. 4. t 
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Archbishop officers their, which were few in number and had not 
supposing of any such assembly, namely, considering the Kings 
said letters, in great feare and doubt of their persons, saying to 
them that they should not take, aske, nor receive their any toll of 
any men of the said forest. And so letted the said steward, balif, 
and other officers beforesaid, that they might not frely nor surely 
occupy, nor use the rule and governaile of the said faiie, nor gader 
in the name and right of the said Cardinall and Archbishop the 
toll due and accustomed. And caused much people, that coming 
to the said faire to have bought, and sold to departe fro the said 
faire without their buying and selUng ; and also letted other to 
come thither, to the great prejudice, hurt, and harme of the said 
Cardinall and Archbishop, and great affray of the Kings people." 

The second and following articles count divers outrages com- 
mitted on the person and property of John Walworth, balye of 
the Cardinal of his lordship of Ripon, dwelling in Thornton wood 
within the franchise of the said Ripon, in the month of August 
following, by Thomas Beckwith, John Fawks, Raphe Pnllaine and 
others, by the assent and covine of the said Sir William, and set 
forth the refusal of Sir WilHam Plumpton, Tho: Beckwith and 
others to treat with Master John Marshall, an officer of the said 
Cardinal, and Richard Redmayne, esq. for the recognition of the 
King's peace. 

The seventh article contains as follows : " Item. The said 
Raphe l*ulleyn, with other of the said misdoers and rioters, in 
great and notable numbers, by permision, ordinance, and assent of 
the said Sir William Plompton, Tho. Beckwith, John Fawks, and 
of the remnant of the said misdoers, arrayed in manner of war 
and in riotouswise, the Thursday the iiijth day of May last past, 
att Skitbrigg, lay in waite to beat and to sley the officers, ser- 
vants, and tenants of the said Cardinall, that liad bene att his fair 
of Ripon, entending upon the good rule and governance thereof, 
if they had come that way. And scmblably the same day was 
laid att Burghbrig another great and notable fellowship^ by thaa- 
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sent as before, to the intent to have beaten and skine the BMd 
ofGcers, servants, and tenants next before rehearsed, if they had 
come that way. And to thintent that they would not be letted of 
their said malicious purpose, by any warninge tliat might have 
bene given of their said Ij'ing there in wait to the said officers, ser- 
vants, and tenants, wher so was that one WilUam, servant of the 
said Cardinall of liis Citty of York, was past the said towne of 
Burghbrig toward Ripon nere hand the space of lialfe a myle, they 
doubting least that any warning should have bene given to the 
said officers, servants, and tenants by the said William, sent 
lower of their company after him to take him ; and so took him, 
and, magre liim, brought him againe to their said fellowship att 
Burghbrig, and there held him in prison att the house of one 
Jolin Fery unto the mome about ix of the bell. And when so was 
that the said raisdoers were learned by their especialls, or such as 
were favorable of their said malicious purpose, that the said 
officers, servants, and tenants of the said Cardinall, had knowledge 
of their said lying in waite for them, and were disposed therefore 
to eschew that way, and to take the way to York-ward by Tliom- 
ton brig, they dressed them to the said Thornton brig, part of 
them the said night, and parte on Friday on the moriie, by the 
spring of the day; of the which, parte went into the towne of 
Helperby, a letle fro the said Thornton brig, on the way 
toward York, by the which Helperby the said officers, servants, 
and tenants must passe, and their festned a lidyate in the highway 
at the towne end of Helperby toward Yorke, with stoks, thorns, 
and otherwise, to thintent that when the said officers, tenants 
and servants came thither, they should be stopped their and in- 
cumbred. And when so was that the said officers, servants, and 
tenants of the said Cardinal], the Friday in the morning, the fift 
day of May, full early in the morning, were neighing the said 
Thornton brig, comeing fro Ripon, the said Sir Wm. Plorapton 
trith a great and notable fellowship of the said forest and other 
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of their said affinity, the which assembled and gadered the same 
Friday in tlie morning att the said Burgh brig, came pricking in a 
route togader with all the. diligence that they could, niakeing a 
great and horrible shoute upon the said officers, servants, and 
tenants, to thlntent to take the said Thornton before them, as 
they so did ; the which the said officers, servants, and tenants of 
the said Cardinall seing, they, in eschewing of bloodshedding and 
bruses of the Kings peace, left their passage by the said brigg and 
took them to a forth, half a mile thence, called Braferton forth, to 
thintcnt to pass over their, as they so did ; the which the said Sir 
William Plompton seing, sewed with his said fellowship upon 
them and followed them unto the said towne of Helperby, where 
the said Tho. Beckwith, Rauf, and others of their affinity, in 
great and notable number, assembled, also with the said Sir Wil- 
liam and his fellowship following, upon the said officers, sen'ants, 
and tenants of the said Cardinall. And when so was that the said 
officers, ser\'ant3, and tenants came to the said yate, finding their 
passage stopped there, they were compelled by the pursuite and 
the shote of the said misdoers upon them to seek other waics to 
passe, as they ao did; and passed, some by a long stralte lane, and 
some by breaking of an hedge into a feild, upon whom the said 
misdoers followed, and drove them into a mire more, neere- 
hand the space of half a mile fro the said Helperby, noising and 
crying, "Sley the Archbishop/ Carles," and " Would God thai we had 
the Archbishop here." In the which pursuit*, assaute, and shote, 
there was slaine by the said misdoers one Tlio. Hunter, gentle- 
man, and Tho. Rooper, yeoman, servants to the said Cardinal], 
after the tyme that tliey were yelden to such as called upon them, 
and bad them yolde them. 

"Hem, in this same great and riotous assault one Xpofer Bee, 
servant of the said Cardinall, was maymed, that is to say, smitten 
in the mouth and so through the mouth into the throat, by the 
which he hath lost his cheeke bone and three of his fore teeth, and 
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his speech blemished and hurt, that it is not easy to understand 
what he speaks or sales, and may not use therefore the remnant 
of his teeth and jawes to th'use of eatiiig, as he might before. 

Item, in the said assaute and pursuit there was taken by the 
said niisdoers one William Huniberstone, also servant to the said 
Cardinall, whom after that he was yolden, they smote and wounded 
in such wise that the calf of his legg was neer hand departed from 
his shin bone, and other many great strokes and wounds gave him, 
so that he was long tyme afterward in dispare of his life, and 
shall now never resort to tlie bodyly strength and heale of his 
person that he was in before. 

Hem, in tlie said assaute and pursuite, one John Creven, servant 
to the said Cardinall, was greivously beaten and wounded ou 
divers parts of his body by the said misdoers, in cspeciall in his 
right legg, the which was neerhand hewen in two, with many 
other wounds, so that the said John Creven was left as for dead j 
and so left, lay there after tyme that all other folkes was departed, 
till was about iiij after noone the same day, at the which tyme 
happened of the dwellers of the said town of Helperby to come to 
the place where as he lay ; the which finding not fully dead, of 
compassion and pittie brought him to the said towne of Hel- 
perby, and there refreshed him and releived him in such wise 
that he was turned to life. How it be, that he is perpetually 
letted of occupying of his crafte of Tayler that he used before, in 
80 much that he may not indure to lay his legg under him in such 
wise as his crafte would aske. 

"Item, in the said assaut and pursuit were greivously bett, 
[ Tounded, and hurte by the said misdoers John Burton, Henrie 
Fox, and William Playne, and other, of the number of xvi persons, 
aervanta of the said Cardinall, and the remnant of his said ser- 
vants greatly afiraied and doubted of their lives ; and no marvaile 
that they so were, considering that by the said misdoers were 
shott to the said servants and tenants of the said Cardinall a 
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M, arrowes and moe, by the which also many of the said Cardi- 
nalls officers', servants', and tenants' horses were skyne and greiv- 
ously wounded, 

Item, on the said assaute and pursuite were taken, yolden, and 
holder as prisoners by the said luisduers Peres of Cawood, and 
Tho. Mayne, squires, Henry Fox, yeoman, and of the said Cardi- 
nalls servants ; and some of them labored and treated by them to 
make tliem fynance, as they had bene the Kings enemies, and 
many and divers of them dispoyled of their horses, harnesse, and 
also gold and silver.' 

To these several counts Sir William Plumpton made answer in 
denial or explanation ; but, as no further proceedings appear to 
have been taken in tlie matter, it may be presumed that a compro- 
mise was effected, and that the right of the Archbishop to the 
" denier of toll" was sealed with the blood of hia tenants and ser- 
vants. 

Dame Elizabeth, wife of Sir William Plumpton, is named 
with her husband in a certificate of admission to the fraternity 
of the guild of St. Christopher at York, signed by John Skin- 
ner, master and guardian, and dated 31 Aug, 17 Hen. VI. 
1439;' but she was dead before the marriage of her eldest son 
Robert, (bom Thursday, 8 Mar. 9 Hen. VI. 1430-1,'') to 
a daughter of Thomas, Lord de Clifford and Westmorland, was 
contracted for; on which occasion, on the part of Sir William 
Plumpton, a feoffment was made, 10 Aug. 24 Hen. VI. 1446, 
to John Harrington, Wilh am Gargrave, Thomas Garth, John Garth, 
and John Elys, clerk, of his manors of Derley, Stanton, Pillesley, 
Wormhill, Chaddesden, and Sponden, with their appurtenances, in 
the county of Derby, together with all lands and hereditaments in 
the same vills, and in Edinsor, Wardlow, Baukewell, Martinside, 
Queston, Tiddeswall, Hurdlow, Chelmerton, Flagfeild and Cas- 
telton, in the same county, save the nomination of a chantry in

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the church of Baukewell, and two closes called Bussenhay, other- 
wise Coomhes and Betfeld, upon condition that they should en- 
feoff within five years Robert Plumptoii, son and heir apparent of 
the said Sir WiUiam, and Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas Lord de 
Clifford and Westmorland, knight, in the same, to hold to them and 
to the heirs of their bodies, remainder to the right heirs of Sir 
William in default of issue being had between them." Within the 
term, 31 Aug. 2? Hen. VII. 14-19, Sir William Plumpton made 
a second feoffment to John Harrington, son and heir of Sir 
Tliomas Harrington, knight, Sir John Tempest, knight, Thomas 
Thwaites, Richard Banks of Neuton, Thomas Garth, William 
Gargrave, Sir Brian Stapilton, knight, Sir John Conyers, knight, 
Geoffry Pj'got, John Vavasor of Neuton, Guy Fairfax and John 
Fawks, of all his manors and estates in the counties of York, 
Derby, Nottingham and Stafford, under the same limitations ; but 
with a proviso for re-entry, if either Robert or Elizabeth died 
without issue had between them in his (Sir William Plumpton'a) 
lifetime.'! Tlig event thereby contemplated occurred : Robert 
Plumpton, esq, died on Monday, the feast of St Margaret the Vir- 
gin, 20 July 1450,e in the nineteenth year of his age, without 
having consummated his marriage with Elizabeth Clifford, who 
three years later was married to William, brother of Robert, and 
only surviving son of Sir Wilham Plumpton by his wife Elizabeth 
Stapilton. All evidence relating to this marriage having been 
subsequently suppressed for reasons which will appear in the 
sequel, the Plumpton coucher-book here presents a blank ; where- 
fore, for the better understanding of the history of the great suit 
which forms the leading topic of much of the Correspondence in 
this volume, I transcribe the following testimony of its solemniza-

*' Be it knowne to all men, tliatt for as much as itt is meretorie 
and medeful for every true Cryten men to testify and bare true 
wytnes in every true matter or cause ; therefore we William Rat- 
cUffe, being the age of v"* yeres, Nicholas Whitfeild iiii" xviii yereS) 
and John Tliorn of iiii" yeres, will record and testiiy for verrey 
trawthe, 'JTiat the lord, Sir Thomas Clifford, marryed Elizabeth, his 
doghter, unto Iloberte Plumpton, the eldest son and heyre of Sir 
William Plumpton, when she was bot of six yerea of age, and 
they were wedded at the chappell witliin the castell at Skypton, 
and the same day one John Garthe bare her in his armes to the 
said chappell. And also itt was agreed at the same tyme, that if 
the forseide Roberte dyed within age, that then the said Lord 
Clifford should have the second son of the said Sir William 
Plumpton unto his seid doghter. And they were bot iii yeres 
marrj-ed, when the said Roberto dyed ; and when she came to the 
age of xii yeres, she was marryed to William Plumpton, second 
son to the foreseid Sir William, and the seid Sir William pro- 
raised the seid Lord Clifford that they shuld not Ij^ togedder 
till she came to the age of xvi yeres. And when she came to 
xviii yeres, she had Margarete, now lady Roucliffe. And liow as 
evydenc' hath bene imbeseled, or what as hath bene doon syns, 
we cannot tell, butt all that ys afore rehersed in thys bill we wj'll 
make yt gode, and, yf nede be, depely depose afore the Kynge 
and hys counsel), that yt is matter of trawth, in anye place wher 
we shal be comanded, as farr as is posible for any such olde crea- 
tures to be carryed to. In witness whereof we the smd William, 
Nicholas and Jhon hath sett our scales, the xxvi"' of October, in 
the xix yere of the reane of Kynge Henrie the vii^'.f " 

At the time of the marriage of his son, Sir William Plumpton 
was himself clandestinely married to Joan Wiiitringbam, sister to

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the wife of his brother Godfrey, and who had giyen birth to a son ; 
from which cause he was now seeking to effect a settlement of his 
lands on his heirs male, so as to giye a preference to this son by 
the second venter over any female issue of his eldest son, should 
he die leaving only such surviving. To try his right to do this, an 
attempt to alienate parcel of the estate previously settled was 
made, which his brother by affinity. Lord Clifford, laboured of 
course to prevent*

Sir William Plumpton was not however to be diverted firom his 
purpose : for upon his demand, by two several deeds of the same 
date, viz. 23 Aug. 31 Hen. VI. 1453, Sur Thomas Rempston, 
knight, (his uncle in half-blood, and sole surviving feoffee under 
the deed made by his father 24 Sept. 8 Hen. V. 1420, and under 
his own feoffment of the 18th April 17 Hen. VI. 1439,) entailed all 
the estate of which he stood enfeoffed in the counties of York, 
Derby, Nottingham, and Stafford, together with the reversion of 
what was held by Dame Margaret Rempston for her life, upon Sir 
William Plumpton and his heirs male, with remainder to Godfrey 
Plumpton, his brother, and his heirs male.^ 

But to return to Sir William Plumpton's public careen By

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deed of the 20th Feh. 19 Hen. VI. 1441-2, Henry Earl of Noi^ 
thwmberland and Lord of the Honour of Cockermouthj appointed 
Sir William Plompton, knight, to be Seneschall of all his manors 
and lordships in the county of York for tlie term of his life> with 
an annual fee of 10'" ;■ to which, 1 Nov. 2G Hen. VI. 144?, was 
added for his good services a second lOi" per annum, issuing out 
of the manor of Lethelay in com. Ehor.'' In 1448 he was Sheriff 
of the county of York, and in 1452 of the counties of Nottingham 
and Derby. In 1456 Sir William Plumpton rode northward with 
the forces mustered by the Earl of Northumberland, for the pur- 
pose of making an incursion upon the Scottisli borders ;' and upon 
the breaking out of the wars of the Roses, he, as a matter of course^ 
sided with liis suzerain and master, the said Earl of Nortlmmher- 
land, and with him fought in support of the House of Lancaster. 
He is named among the commissioners, the others being John Lord 
de ChfFord, kt. Sir .Tolm Melton, ch'r, Sir John Tempest, ch'r, 
John Hastings, esq. William Gascoigne, esq. Henry Vavasor, esq. 
John Thwaites, Guy Fairfax, and William Bradford, who, 1 May, 
38 Hen. VI. 1460, were, with the Sheriff and Escheator, appointed 
to inquire concerning the lands, &c. of Richard Duke of York, and 
others attainted in the preceding Parliament, within the West 
Riding of Yorkshire."' About the same time, 2 Jan. 39 Hen. VL 
1460-1, Katharine Ducliess of Norfolk granted to Sir William 
Plompton, kt. the office of the chief wardship and mastership of 
her chace and warren within her honour and demesne of Kirkby 
Malserd and Niderdale, in com. Ebor. for life, with a fee of v" 
per annum." 

After Edward had assumed the title of King, and during the 
time he was on his march into the North, to enter into conflict 
with the partisans of the dethroned monarch, these two mandates 
addressed by Henry VI. to Sir William Plompton, kt. followed in

rapid succesaion. The first, "tested at York, 12 March, 39th of 
our reign," contains an order for Sir Richard Tunstall, kt. Sir 
Thomas Tresham, kt, and Sir William Plompton, kt. to summon 
all liege men of the forest or demesne of Knaresburgh, to set out 
with them to meet the enemy ;<> the second, " geven under our 
■ignet, at our cyty of York, the thirteentli day of March," straitly 
charges " aur trusty and welbeloved knight, Sir William Plomp- 
ton," to repair to the royal presence with his array in all haste 
possible.P On the 29th of the same month, being Palm Sunday, 
Sir William Plumpton was present at the decisive battle of Tow- 
ton, otherwise Saxton field ; where William, his son and heir appa- 
rent, it seems, was 3lain,i and he himself either made prisoner by 
the enemy on that day, or driven by the adverse fortune of hia 
party shortly afterwards to throw himself on the mercy of Edward. 
On the 13th of May he came before Robert Danby, Chief Justice, 
in the city of York, and gave bond for the payment of £2000 
before the feast of Pentecost next ensuing, whereupon the follow- 

I ing writ was issued in his behalf.

Breateyth, and Hamesthwaito , vithin the liil of Clint, ia 
Harrigat sod elsewhere within the vill of Killinghall, and in Knaresburgh, Screren, 
r, and Erkeadell Lofthooie, sating the right of Elizabeth, late wife of the said 
inilum FlomptoD, for the term of her life, {Ihid. Nm. hW and 50\.) 
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and Lord of Ireland, we will and straitly charge all our true liege- 
men and subgitts, that none of them upon paine of death, under 
any colour or occasion whatsoever it be, robbe nor spoile William 
Ploirpton of Plonipton, in our County of York, knight, nor none 
of his servants, ne tenants, nor none of them ; nor contrary to 
our lawes hurt, trouble, or vex them, or any of them, in anywise, 
in body or goods. Geven under our privy scale at our Citty of 
York, the xiii"* day of Male, the first yeare of our reigiie." ' 

The term for redeeming of this bond having elapsed, on the 
12th of July, 1461, Sir William Plumpton surrendered himself a 
prisoner at the Tower of London ; and, having been sworn accord- 
ing to custom, was admitted by Sir WiUiam Bowischer [Bour- 
chier,] kt, lieutenant of the Tower, to all the liberties and privi- 
leges of the place.* He obtained letters of general pardon, 5 Feb. 
1 Edw. IV. HGl-2.' and was subsequently, 10 Sept. 2 Edw. IV. 
1462, released from all claim by reason of his bond." But not-

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withstanding Sir William Plumpton had afresh letters of pardon 
dated 30 Aug. 3 Edw. IV. 1463/ he was, it seems, restricted from 
returning home into the North ; and was at one time in jeopardy 
of his life, by reason of the denunciation of one David Routh, son 
of late Thomas Routh, of Westminster, who laid these overt acts 
of treason to his charge : 

" First, Sir William Plompton, with other persons, within the 
place of Honslough, the second and third years of the reigne of 
our soveraigne and bege lord, had receyved, red, and understand 
false, damnable, diffamatory, and slaunderous writing, traiterously 
by pen and other forged and ymagined against the honor and wel- 
fare of our said soveraigne, and the same sent to other suspicious 
persons to corage and comfort them by the same. 

" Also he hath received in the said place divers persons coming 
out of Scotland fro the Kings adversaries, and secretly cherished 
them, succored, forbored, and their secrets concealed. 

" Also he hath sent messengers into his countrey, which there 
receyved tidings of his brother men there out of Scotland, fro the 
Kings adversaries, by his brother assent and his. 

" Item. When any turble or enterprise was leke to fall hurt or 
scaythe to the Kings people, the said Sir William Plumpton, with 
oder suspected, rejoyced, and were glad in cliere and countenance." 

Upon these charges Sir William Plumpton was tried before the 
Earl of Worcester, Lord "Hptoft and of Powis, Great Constable of 
England, and a jury of twenty-four, at Hounslow, shortly before 
Christmas. Having been acquitted, he obtained a warrant from

dated 20 Jan, 3 Edw. IV, 1463-4)7 as also the following brief from 
the King. 

"Edward, by the grace of God, King of England and of France 
and lord of Ireland, To all maiors, aherifs, eschetors, balifTs, consta- 
bles, and other our ministers whatsoever they be, and to all other 
our true liege people, greeting. We lett you witt, that our welbeloved 
William Plompton Kt. hath truly, sufficiently, and clearly declared 
himself of all manner matters that have been said and surmised 
against him, and so we hold him thereof for fully escused and de- 
clared by these our present letters. And we take him, hold, and 
repute him as our true and faithfull leigman. Wherefore we will 
and charge you, all and every one of you as much as to him be- 
longeth, that from henceforth ye, nor any of you, neither vex, 
muleste, greive, trouble, nor him nor any of his, in body nor in 
goods, otherwise then our lawes will ; nor that ye give or shew 
unto him, or any of his, any ungodly language or countenance, 
but that ye take him and suBer him to abide and go att his plea- 
sure and ease, there as him shall best like, as other our true leiges 
do ; not breaking this our comaundement, as ye will eschew our 
great displeasure, and upon payne of punishment by our laws. 
Yeven under our signett att, &c."* 

Being now reputed loyal. Sir WiUiam Plumpton was restored to 
his offices of Constable of the Castle, and Master Forester of 
the Forest of Knaresborough, and to the Stewardship of the Lord- 
ship of Spofford, of which he had had grants for life in the pre- 
vious reign. He also about this time directed his attention to a 
lucrative disposal of the infant daughters of his deceased son,his own 
heirs apparent, in marriage ; for I find that by virtue of an inden- 
ture dated 26th Nov. 3 Edw. IV. 1463, the governance and mar- 
riage of Margaret, then about four years old, " cousin and one of 
the heirs apparent of the said Sir WiUiam Plompton, that is to...

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■ay, one of the daughters of William Plompton, esq. son of the 
said Sir William," was granted to Brian Roucliffe of Colthorp, 
com. Ebor. gent, third haron of the King's Exchequer, to the 
intent " that John, son and heire apparant of the said Brian, shall 
by the grace of God take into wife the said Margret, the marriage 
of them to be done att convenient and most spedy time att the 
costs of the said Brian." On the part of Sir William Plumpton, 
it was covenanted to make to them, and the lawful heirs of their 
two bodies, an estate out of the manor of Nesfield before the en- 
suing feast of Pasche ; nevertheless, so as he might retain the 
whole profits for the first five years, and a rent of x marks by year 
for the five years next following. For this marriage Brian Rou- 
cliffe agreed to give, over what was already paid, cccc marks ; under 
a proviso, however, for the repayment of P, in case the said John 
deceased within the next ten years," 

The governance and marriage of Elizabeth, the younger coheir, 
was in like manner granted to Henry Sotehill, esq. by indenture 
of the 11th of February, 3 Edw. IV. 1463-4, to the intent "that 
John theldest son and heire apparant of the said Henry, shall 
with the grace of God take to wife the stud Elizabeth, which Eli- 
zabeth the said Sir William hath delivered to the said Henry." 
For the marriage Mr. Sotehill paid a c'' down, and gave bond to 
Sir William Plumpton, Brian RouchfTe, and Sir Richard Hamer- 
ton, kt, to pay other ccxsxiii" by instalments. On the part of 
Sir William Plumpton it was covenanted to make an estate to 
feoffees, viz. Brian RoucUffe, third baron of the King's Exchequer, 
Richard Hamerton, kt. George Darell, kt. Richard Aldburgh, kt. 
John Gresley, kt. Walter Wortesley, kt. Richard FitzwiUiams, kt. 
John Sotehill of Sotehill, esq. and Guy Fairfax, of manors and lands 
to the yearly value of xl marks, in order to secure the repayment of 
the money advanced by Mr, SotehiU, in case the said Elizabeth 
r xiv years of age. It was likewise agreed

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that if hereafter the said Sir William Plumpton should take a wife 
and have issue male by her, which ought to be his heir mate apparent, 
that the said Henry should have the wardship and marriage of the 
same issue male, to be married to one of his daughters, upon pay- 
ment of cc marks, the day of tlie dehvery of the said issue male. 
Other covenants were added, securing to John and Ehzaheth, as 
her jointure, a yearly estate of c'' value, after the decease of the 
said Henry Sotehill and of Anne his wife, and of John Boyvile 
and of Alianor his wife, out of lands of which the said Henry 
was then and there seised, and binding Sir William Plumpton not to 
aUen nor charge any lands or tenements, whereof he, or any to 
his use, stood seised, save in favour of any son by bis said future 
wife, that shall be unto him, the said Sir William Plumpton, heir 
male apparent ; and so as he miglit jointure any wife he should 
happen to wed in time to come to the amount of c" for life, and 
also continue the charge upon the estates of xl'' a year to Eliza- 
beth, relict of WiUiam Plumpton, esq. his son, during the terra of 
her natural life,'' This last-mentioned lady, the daughter of 
Thomas Lord de Clifford and Westmorland, and sister of John, the 
bloody Lord Chfford, slain at Towtonfield, appears to have re-

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married, the same year her husband died. Sir Richard Hamerton 
of Hamerton in Craven, kt. then a widower ; ■= she was yet living 
his wife 1 Feb. 19 Edw.

The private life of Sir WiUiam Plumpton from the time of hia 
wife's death appears to have caused no small scandal in his neigh- 
bourhood. Besides being avowedly the parent of two bastard 
sons, named William and Robert, his offspring by his second wife, 
Joan Wintringham, by reason of the concealment of their marriage, 
iras long looked upon by the publick in the same light. Hia in- 
tentions in favour of this son by the second venter have been al- 
ready adverted to ; and the covenants cited from the contract 
made with Mr. Sotehill, show him to have been then preparing 
the way for his production, at some future period, as the legitimate 
heir and acknowledged successor to his fortunes. This last act 
was apparently precipitated by the censures of the Church; for it 
having reached the ears of the Official of the Civil Court at York, 
by clamorous report of both seses, that Sir William Plumpton 
kept one Joan Wintringham in his house at Plumpton, and had 
begot on her divers offspring in amplexibuajbmicariis, to the great 
jperil of his soul and grievous scandal of all the faithful, that officer 
issued a summons for his appearance before bim. Wliereupon

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Sir William Plumpton attended in the chapel or oratory of St. 
Thomas the Martyr, in the Cathedral Church of York, on Tues- 
day the 2Gth day of January 1467-8 ; and the question being then 
and there put to him, he publickly declared that he had kept the 
said Joan in his house, not as his concubine, but as his true and 
lawful wife, for many years past ; and that they had issue between 
them an only child, begotten of her body after marriage had and 
solemnized in the parish church of Knaresburgh ; but in as much 
as no banns had been published, and the marriage was a clandes- 
tine one, he expressed himself ready on that account now to sub- 
mit himself to the censure of the Church, and to make satisfaction. 
Being required to produce witnesses of the truth of what he al- 
leged, evidence was given as below, on Saturday the 13th of Fe- 
bruary following. 

"Sir Robert Littester, chaplain, of the age of forty years, 
domestic ser\'ant to Sir William Plumpton, kt. deposed, that 
about eleven years ago there was a great muster of Englishmen 
to oppose the Scots, to wliich muster the said deponent hap- 
pened to ride, together with the said Sir William Plumpton, his 
master, as far as Skipton-upon- Swale ; and between the rills of 
Balderby-in-les- Broome and Skipton, the said Sir William called 
the said deponent to him, saying, Robert, do you now return 
home : and I beg of you to listen well to all I am going to say, and, 
above all, lo what concerns my weal and honour in my household. 
And because the event of vmr ii dubious, and the solempnizalion qf 
marriage between me and Joan Wintringham, my wife, has not 
yet been openly and publickly notified, I hereby make known to you 
that the said Joan is my true married wife and I her true married 
husband. And thus I wish and desire you, as you love me, if I 
happen to die in battle, to testify for the future, wherever it may be 
necessary."''

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During the years following the date of this confession, England 
was the scene of fierce commotion ; rebellion, fomented by the Earl 
of Warwick, spread on every side, till it drove the Yorkist monarch 
from his tlirone, and once more fixed the crown on the brows of 
Henry. The change was, however, transient; on the fourteenth dayof 
March H?! Edward landed at Raven spurn, the fields of Barnet and 
Tewkesbury were fought in succession, and in May Henry VI. 
died, leaving his rival in undisputed possession of the Kingdom. 
During this interval of time, the conduct of tlie Earl of Northum- 
berland must be our index to that of Sir William Plumpton ; 
" for grete partye of the noble men and comons in thos (North) 
parties were towards th'Erle of Northumbarland, and would not 
stir with any lorde or noble man other than with the sayd Earle, 
or at leaste by his commandement." ^ But, after intelhgence had 
arrived of the landing of Queen Margaret, the gentry of the north 
parts began to make commotions, which were, however, speedily 
put down by the tidings of Edward's victory at Tewkesbury ; " and 
dyvors of them made menes to th'erle of Northumberland, be- 
seching hym to be good meane to the Kyng for his grace and 
pardon. "b Among others, Sir William Plumpton had letters of 
general pardon for all offences committed before the last day of 
September, 11 Edw. IV, 1471 ',^ but the King having rewarded 
the services of the Earl by a grant of the offices of Constable,

In the meanwhile, the proceedings of the Ecclesiastical Courts 
for the canonical recognition of Sir William Plumpton's second 
marriage were continued, and this further evidence adduced in 
that behalf on the sixth of July, 1472. 

" Richard Clerk, parish clerk of Knaresburgh, Yorkshire, of 
the age of fifty years and more, deposed, that he had known Sir 
William Plompton for fifty years and more, and Joan Wintring- 
ham from the time of her birth — that on a certain friday, which 
exactly he does not remember, between the feasts of Easter and 
Pentecost, about twenty-one years ago, in the parish church of 
Knaresburgh, was solempnized a marriage between the said Sir 
William and Joan — that at that time he was, as now, parish 
clerk of Knaresburgh, and was present on this occasion — that the 
preceding night John Brown, then perpetual vicar of Knares- 
burgh, sent word to the deponent that Sir William Plumpton in- 
tended to marry Joan Wintringham on the morrow, she then so- 
journing with Alice Wintringham her mother in Knaresburgh, and 
therefore he bade him wait on him very early the next morning and 
open the doors of the church for him, and so he did — and very 
early in the morning of the said Friday came the said Sir William 
and Joan to the parish church of Knaresburgh — and, they 
standing at the door of the chancel of the said church within the 
said church, the aforesaid John Brown came from the high altar

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in his vestments and solempnized marriage between them in the 
presence of the deponent^ the said Sir William taking the said 
Joan with his right hand and repeating after the vicar, Here I take 
the Jhennett to my wedded wife to hold and to have, att bed and att 
bordyfor farer or latJier^for better for warse, in sicknesse and in 
hele, to dede us depart^ and thereto I plight the my trouth, and the 
said Joan making like response incessantly to the said Sir Wil- 
liam — that the vicar^ having concluded the ceremony in the usual 
form^ said the mass of the Holy Trinity in a low voice in the 
hearing of the deponent — that there were present at the marriage 
the said vicar^ the contracting parties^ Alice Wintringham mother 
of the bride^ Thomas Knaresburgh of Knaresburgh^ Richard Ask- 
ham of Kirkdighton^ Richard Exilby of Knaresburgh^ and John 
Croft^ his fellow witness^ and no more — and immediately after the 
marriage the said Sir William earnestly entreated those present to 
keep the matter secret, untill he chose to have it made known — 
and further^ that Sir William was clad in a garment of green 
checkery^ and Joan in one of a red colour." 

^^ John Croft of the age of forty years, domestic servant of Sir 
William Plumpton in his chamber, deposed to the same effect as 
his fellow-witness, adding that Joan Wintringham had on a grey 
hood*— that the marriage was celebrated before sun-rise — and 
that he had kept silence untill within the last five or six 
years." * 

Upon the hearing of this evidence. Doctor William Poteman, 
the official of the court of York, on the 13^*> of the same months 
certified that Sir William Plumpton, kt. and Joan Wintringham, 
were legally married ;i and from that time Robert Plumpton, the 
son by this marriage, was taught to consider himself as the heir 
apparent of his father's house, and the future owner of his pro- 
perty. Legal obstacles were, however, likely to interpose to

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prevent the intended eviction of the heirs general, and it 
became advisable to take fresh steps to effectuate the now 
avowed purpose of the interested parties. Conveyances were 
accordingly executed of the several estates of Sir William 
Plumptnn to feoffees, viz. Richard Andrewes, dean of York, 
William Eure, clerk, Sir John Norton, kt., Ranulph Pygot, John 
Arthington of Arthington, Godfrey Grene, and Richard Knares-

The Correspondence of Sir WiUiam Plumpton, any more than 
the facts ehcited in the preceding memoir, 'presents his character 
in no very favourable light ; fond of litigation, we find him ever 
letting matters proceed to extremities before taking up his obliga- 
tions, and to gain time, availing himself of practices "not worship- 
fill" — an adept in deceit, paying court to one mistress, though 
secretly married to another — fraudulent in his dealings, obtaining 
money for the marriage of his grand -daughters, when it must 
have been his fixed resolve to strip them of their inheritance — 
abusive of his authority, " suing every true man in the Forest," 
and fearing not to shed blood in the assertion of pretended rights — 
immoral in his conduct, suffering an innocent wife to labour under 
slanderous report during years of silence — and time-serving in his 
loyalty, amassing wealtli and coveting offices of trust under Princes

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of either House. Of the degree of eminence he raised himself to by 
these unworthy means, a strong proof may be found in the Hcence 
which he obtained from King Edward IV. to embattle his manor- 
place at Plumpton, and to enclose a park there, with liberty of war- 
ren and chase. f The edifice thus built is noticed by the antiquary 
Leland inhisltinerary, in these words: "From Gnarresborowover 
Nid river almost al by wood a mile to Pluntone, wher is a park and 
a fair house of stone with 2 toures longging to the same."K At the 
visitation of St. George Norroy, in 1G12, there was remaining in 
the Hall at Sir Edward Plumpton's this shield, " quarterly, Plump- 
ton and Foljambe, impaling Stapleton with the mullet, " the armo- 
rial bearings of this Sir William Plumpton and his first wife Eliza- 
beth Stapleton.

Some time before his death, 1 May, 18 Edw. IV. 1478, Sir 
William Plumpton had made an absolute disposition of all his 
personal effects, moveable and immoveable, in favour of his son,> 
so as to preclude the necessity for any will ; consequently, the 
only memorial respecting him remaining in the ecclesiastical 
court at York is a commission from the official, dated 10 Jan. 
20 Edw. IV. UfiO-1, for John Quixley, chaplain, and Richard 
Plumpton, to collect the debts and make the inventory of the 
effects of the intestate, which they were to retain in their custody.'' 
In regard to the landed estate, it was matter of urgent necessity

him to do that belongeth him in his said office, as well in the 
shire of Nottingham as in tlie shire of Darby aforesaid, to find an 
office after the decease of William Plompton, knight, now dead] 
and to make his precept to the Sherife of the said shires, and to 
write to the saide Sherife to have such men impannclledas above- 
said William Gascoigne shall name. And that the said Exchetor 
shall cause to his power both the offices, as well in the one shire 
as in the other, to be found betwixt this and the feast of Nati\*ity 
' of our lord God next cometnge, according to such evidence as 
' shal be shewed there by the counsell of the said William Gas- 
coigne, knight, of all such mannors, lands, tenementes, rents, 
revercions, and services, with other appurtenances, of which the 
said William Piompton, knight, now dead, was seised of in fe, or 
otherwise, in the said shires, in his hfe, or any other to his use. 
For which the said William Gascoigne, knight, shall pay or cause

Written the yeare and day 
abovesaid." ' 

Inquisitions were taken according to this agreement before the 
said Escheator at Derby on the IBth oCDecembcr, and at Lentoii 
in Nottinghamshire on the 20th of the same month ; and in both 
the feoffment to Master Richard Andrews, Dean of the cathedral 
church of York and his co-trustees, with the subsequent hmitation 
to Sir William Plumpton for hfe, remainder to Robert Plumpton, 
jun, his son, and the heirs of his body, and then to his right heirs, 
is set forth. In the one, the finding is that de tali statu inde obiit 
aeisitus, remanere inde in forma predicta ; " but the estate in 
Nottingliamsliire having been reconveyed to Sir William Plump- 
ton and Joan his wife conjointly, the finding is that she sur\'ived 
him et se tenuit inius per jus accreseendi. '^ The jury upon the 
inquest in Yorkshire made a like return according to the tenor of 
the feoflFment produced before them, the same I have advert«d 
to above. This office was taken by William Netilton, Escheator, 
at Wedirby, on Friday before the feast of St. Martin in winter, 
10th Nov. 20 Edw. IV. 1480 ;" and in it, as also in the others, 
are the usual findings of the day of the death of the deceased, and 
the names and ages of the heirs-at-law, the daughters of Wilbam 
Plompton, esq. son and heir of the said Sir WiUiam Plompton, 
knight, viz. Margret, wife of John Roucliffi;, of the age of twenty 
years and more, and, EUzabeth, wife of John Sothill, of the age of 
nineteen years and more: save that in the later inquisitions, 
Margret is returned of the age of twenty-one years and more.

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The first act of Robert Plumpton, upon succeeding to the pro- 
perty, was to increase the life-estate of his mother, Joan, gi\'ing 
her in Yorkshire the manor of Idle, in addition to Grassington 
and Steeton which she had by the settlements made in the life- 
time of her father;' and to her he appears to have borne at 
all times a singular aSection. Tliis is strongly evidenced by the 
draft of a will, made 13 July, 1482; in it he gives his whole es- 
tate to Joan his mother, and Agnes his wife, for their joint lives, 
before leaving it to Jane, then his only child, and who in the 
meanwhile was merely to liave JOO marks towards her proper dis- 
posal in marriage.'' The claims of the heirs-general continued, 
however, to be pressed notwithstanding the finding upon the inquest; 
and21 May, -22 Edw. IV. Ii82, John Roclif.esq.andJohnSothill, 
esq. became bound in a penal sum of £2000 to Joan Plumpton, 
widow, and Robert Plumptonjun., the conditionof which bond was, 
that they, and all others having right or title through the said Mar- 
gret and Elizabeth their wives, should abide the award of the pre- 
potent Prince and Lord, the Lord Richard, Duke of Gloucester, the 
Lord Henrj', Earl of Northumberland, Sir William Parr, kt. Sir 
James Harrington, kt. Sir Hugh Hastings, kt. John Vavasor, ser- 
jeant-at-law, Robert Sheffeld, William Eland, Miles Metcalf, and 
John Dawney, arbitrators chosen by both parties.^ Subsequently, 
14 Feb. 1482-3, the condition of the bond was altered, and the 
agreement was to abide the awanl of the King's Majesty, to be 
given in writing before the feast of the Translation of St. Thomas 
(7 July) next ensuing;" but King Edward IV. dying during the 
term, 9 April 14B3, the bond had to be renewed, 12 Sept. 1 Ric.

Sir William Plompton knight, or any other to his use were or be 
seasid of, or wbearof any of the said parties, or anie other to their 
use, or any of them, ar or weare seased, and of all other causes, 
quarels, matters, debates, accions, and demands moved amongst 
the said parties, whearuppon the said parties by their escripts oh- 
ligatories, bering date the xii day of September, the 6rst yeare of 
our reigne, be baunden either partie to other severally in tow 
thousand pownde to obey, performe, and kepe our award, ordi- 
nance, and doumc in and of the premises ; and we intending reast,

gotten ; and for defaut of such issue, the remeynder thereof to the

same gift thereof to the same J. R. and M. made by the same Sir 
W. Plompton, knight ; and if thear be ony lands of Nesfeild or 
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Langbergh, that be no parcill of the mannor of Nesfcild, and that 
e^'idently shelved and understoode by the fest of Purilicatioii of 
our Lady next coming affore our said Cheife Judge and Sir Guy, 
then all such lands and tenements so shewed and understoode as 
noe parcill of the same mannor of Nesfeild, be to the same Robert 
HLluid to the heires of his body lawfully gotten, and for defaut of 
pich issue, the remainder thereof to the right heires of the same 
Bir W. Plompton, and to have a sufficient and lawfull estatte 
made thereof, as is rehearsed afore, att costs and expenses of the 
same Sir Robert.

Substantial justice appears to have been done by this award, 
and its conditions were peaceably acquiesced in by both parties 
for a lengthened series of years. But it was the misfortune of Sir

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Robert Rumpton to have lived in the days of a monarch who, 
under the pretence of a rigid enforcement of the law, sought only 
the means to gratify his avarice. By the greedy and rapacious 
lawyers, hia tools, every defect of title or breach of statute, which 
might furnish the pretext for a suit or fine, was eagerly caught at 
in order to swell the revenue, while they themselves reaped the 
reward of their bare-faced maintenance, whichever side they ad- 
vocated. In this manner was the claim of the heirs-general 
revived by the notorious Enipson ; but before I detail the pro- 
ceedings consequent thereupon, which ended in reducing Sir 
Robert Plumptoii to beggary, it will be proper to give some 
account of his pubhc career. 

Within two years after his father's death. Sir Robert Plumpton, 
when serving with the Earl of Northumberland, was knighted by 
the Duke of Gloucester in Hoton-feild beside Berwick, 22 Aug. 
22 Edw. IV. 1-182 ; and, in company of the same Earl, he rode to 
meet King Henry VII. in his progress towards York, in the first 
year of his reign.

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Hatnton {let/e Hamerton), and Sir William A. Stapleston (leffe 
Stapleton) ; and so proceded that same Mondaye to Porafret, 
wlier his Grace remaynede unto the Thursday next following.^" 

Sir Robert Pliimpton likewise attended, in the retinue probably 
of the Earl of Northumberland, at tlie coronation of Queen Eliza- 
beth, wife of Henry VII., in the tliird year of that reign, 25 Nov. 
148? ; on which occasion his youthful nephew, William Gascoigne, 
was created a Knight of the Bath."" Among his Correspondence 
will be found a pressing letter from the same Earl, dated 21 April, 
4 Hen. VII. 1489, charging him to come, with his nephew, Sir 
William Gascoigne, and with such armed followers as he could 
trust, to the town of Thirsk, on the Monday following the date 
thereof. That Sir Robert obeyed this summons, and was thence- 
forth actively engaged in suppressing the insurrection of the Com- 
mons of Yorkshire, which commenced with the massacre of the Earl 
of Northumberland " besides Thurske, near Blackmor Egge, on 
Saint Vitalis day, the 28th day of April" (Tuesday), and was fol- 
lowed by a successful assault upon the city of York, this letter 
of thanks sent from the Court is a sufficient token: 

Trusty and wellbeloved wee greet you well. And whereas 
understand by our squire Nicholas Kinston (lege Knifton),'

The lord Percy, at the time of his father's death, was only in 
his twelfth year, having been bom 12 Jan. 1? Edw. IV. 1477-8, 
and consequently unable to take upon him the rule of the North, 
now grown hereditary in his family ; the King, therefore, esta- 
blished in the government the Earl of Surrey, Sir Richard Tunstall, 
and Sir Henry Wentworth. In the second year of the Earl of 
Surrey's being there, the men of Yorkshire once more rose in

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rebellion in the West part of the country, and in May 1492, the re- 
bels were defeated by tlie forces under his leading at Ackworth be- 
sides Pomfrett. At this field, Sir Robert Ptumpton was present," 
and demeaned himself so well, as again to merit the special thanks 
of the Sovereign " for his good and agreeable service in this last 
commotion." The royal letter bears date 28 May, 7 Hen. VII. 
1492, and the precautions recommended by it for the time to 
come, in order to secure the service of " assured men," show 
strongly the feelings of disaffection towards Henry, which at that 
time pervaded the North." 

Sir Robert Plumpton had probably been confirmed in the offices 
of Constable of the Castle of Knaresborough and of Master 
Forester under the Earl of Northumberland, as well as in the 
Stewardship of the Lordship of SpofFord, immediately after the 
death of his father ; for it will be seen from tlie Correspondence 
that he exercised the powers they conferred for a lengthened 
period during this reign. Such being his credit and authority, he 
was enabled to contract for an advantageous alliance on behalf of his 
eldest son, William, when he had reached his twelfth year. By an 
indenture, dated 1 1 May, 1 1 Hen. VII. 1496, between Sir Robert 
Plompton, knt. and William Babthorp, gentleman, it was cove- 
nanted and agreed, " that William Plompton, son and heire ap- 
parant to the said Sir Robert, shall with the grace of God marry

Accordingly, in 
the course of the three years next following, this too celebrated 
personage procured the legal estate of the surviving feoffees under 
the deeds of settlement on the marriages of the heirs-general, 
though not without exposing them to be persecuted by Sir Robert 
Plumpton and his servants,'' to be conveyed to certain clerks, 
Robert Bubwith and Richard Burgh, in whose name a suit was 
commenced, as feoffees to the use of Sir John Rocliff and Mar- 
garet his wife, and of Elizabeth Sotehill, widow. In May, 1501, 
Mr. PuUan writes word, " that the great man Empson," as far as 
he could know for certain, intended to have assises against Sir 
Robert Plumpton ; and warns the latter, that, availing himself of 
the favour it was in his power to show, as one of the King's 
Council sittiiig for assessing fines upon such as had not taken up 
their knighthood, he was secretly labouring to ensure a verdict, 
by having the persons thus made friendly placed upon the panel 
for the trial of the assize, in the counties where the lands lay.c 
The ground of action alleged will be best understood by trans- 
cribing a memorandum of the original declaration in the cause :

For the lands lying in the counties of Nottingham, Derby, and 
Stafford, of which Sir Robert Plumpton had retained posses- 
sion by force of the award of Richard III. viz. the manor and 
vills of Kinalton and Mansfield- Woodhouse, the manors of Der- 
ley, Stanton, Hassop with Rouland, Coinbridge, and Crakemerah, 
trials were had at the Lammas Assizes in the autumn of the year 
1501, when, owing, perhaps, to Enipson having taken "much 
lodging " and the way " he undermyiieth," ^ verdicts were recorded 
in favour of the above-named feoffees. ITiis result obtained for 
the prime mover in the cause a grant of the manor of Kinalton, 
habendum et tenendum eidem liicardo Empaon et assignatis auis 
pro termino vita tjusdem Hicardi ;' and about the same time, by 
his procurement, the son and heir of Dame Elizabeth Sotehill, 
Henry Soteliill, then a minor, was married to his daughter Joan, 
or Jane Empson. 

The proceedings on the trial, by which it was sought to eject 
Sir Robert Plumpton from the patrimonial inheritance in York- 
shire, are made known to us in the following memorial.

Notwithstanding the verdict thus given against him. Sir 
Robert Plumpton was determined not to surrender possession to 
the claimants without a forcible resistance. The following letter 
waa dispatched by him with this view to hia wife from York on 
Friday after the trial, 9 Sept. 18 Hen. VII. 1502. 

To my entyrely and right hartUy beloved wife, Dame Agneg 
Plumpton, be this Letter delivered. 
My deare hart, in my most hartily wyse, I recommend mee 
unto you, hartily prayinge you, all things laid apart, that you see 
that the manor and the place of Plumpton bee surely and sted- 
fastly kept; andalsoe that I have this Tuesday at even G muttons 
slene, to bee ordained for the supper the said Tuesday at night : 
and alsoe that yee cause this said Tuesday a beast to be killed, 
that if neede bee, that I may have it right shortly. As for my 
nephew Gascoigne, my couzen Pygot,' my brother Ward,)" Ralph 
Nei-ill,' Ninne Markinfeld," Tliomas Fairfax,'' Nicholas Girling- 
ton,'^ with many other frends and lovers were with mee at supper 
this night. And thus I betake you to the keepinge of the Holy 
Trinity, who preserve you evermore to his pleasure.

In the reasonable hope that the King would have a grateful 
recollection of his former services. Sir Robert Plumpton had also 
in this emergency direct recourse to the Crown for protection. 

" In most lamentable and piteous wise sbeweth andcomplaineth 

unto your most gratious highnes your daylye Orator and 

Robert Plumpton Kn', how that Sir John Rocliffe, dame Marga- 
ret his wife, and Elizabeth Sothill, through the great main- 
tenance and Bupportation of Richard Empaon, &c. have recovered 
by assize lands of the value of 500'', whereof your orator and an- 
cestors have beene seased above 300 yeares &c. And the said Sir 
John and Richard, not regarding the displeasure of God nor of 
your Grace, intend to attacli and cast in prison the body of your 
beseecher &c. Wherefore the said Orator hath and ever shall 
bee best content to put his said whole lands to the judgement and 
award of your most noble Grace and councell, or upon any two 
Judges. And wherefore, most gracious Sovcraigne Lord, your 
said poore Orator, at the reverence of Almighty God, humbly be- 

seecheth your grace that hee may have protection 

for a whole yeare &c, and shew the same how craftily and by 
maintenance hee is disherited of all his said lands, which without 
onely the heipe of your Grace he can never recover." 

To this Sir John Rowcliffe answered, " that all was done by 
processe of the Kings Laws, and that Judgment cannot bee ex- 
amined but by writ of .... or attainder, yet they submit to make 
good the said Judgment &c. recovered by the said Assize. And

The appeal of Sir Robert Plumpton was, however, favour- 
ably listened to by King Henry VII., who forthwith made hina 
a Knight of his Body, thus screening his person from arrest; and 
sent " To our trusty and welbeloved Sir VViUiam Conyers, Sheriffe 
of our County of Yorke, &c. that hee serve noe writs, precepts, or 
other writings, upon Sir Robert Plumpton, Knight of our Body, 
or his servants," &c. 

This was followed by another precept, to Sir Christofer Ward 
and Sir William Calverley, kn»«. " that William Plompton, son and

Tlie further steps talten by Sir Robert Plumpton in his matters, 
will best appear from the following letter, written by him to his 
Lady, upon occasion of her second journey to London, and dated 
Tuesday 13 Feb. 19 Hen. VII. 1503-4. 

To my right hartily and mine entyrely beloved wife, Dante Agnes 
Plompton, bee this delivered. 

Best beloved, in my most harty wyse I recommend mee unto 
you. Soe it is, I mervaile greatly, that yee send mee not the 
money tliat yee promised mee to send with John Waukar within 
8 dayes after you and I departed, for I am put to a great lacke for 
it. Therefore, I hartily pray you, as my especiall trust is in you, 
to send me the said money in all hast possible, and alsoe to send 
me money, for my cost is very sore and chargeable at this tyme : 
for I have spent of the money that I brought from you more then 
vli. For very certaine, Sir Roger HastingsB is at the point of un- 
doinge, because hee hath not money to pay where he ought to pay. 
ITierefore, deare hart, I pray you to remember mee. And as for 
my matter, there is noe mooveinge of it as yet, but the Kings 
grace is the same man hee was at my last departinge from Ms 
grace ; and my lord of Winchester,'' and Mr. Lovell,' Mr. Gyl- 
forth,"" Mr, Weston,' with all our good friends, are to mee as they 
were at my last departinge. And as shortly as I can have any 
way certaine of my matters, I shall send you word, Neverthe- 
les, my adversaries had laboured to have had a privy seale against

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Chappell would let them have none to tyme vere that they un- 
derstood whether I was in sicknes or nay.

as knowes the holy Trinity', who preserve you evermore to his 
pleasure. From London in hast, the Tuesday next afore St. Va- 
lentines day, by your lovinge husband, Robert Plompton, kt. 

Postscript by Richard Plompton, Priest. Madam, your bede- 
man servant. Sir Richard Plompton, hartely prayes you to remem- 
ber all the matters above written, for my Masters adversaries and 
yours purveys them to bee still with the Kings grace, and entends 
to impoverish my Master, and all those that will take his part and 
doe for him."" 

Tlie reply of Dame Agnes Plumpton to this letter will be found 
in the Correspondence of Sir Robert Plumpton, Letter CXLIX. and 
in the Letters which there follow may be seen tlie course of con- 
duct pursued by " the adversaries." In this same year, and pro- 
bably in the month of August, Dame Agnes Plumpton died ; after 
whose death her husband.

This and the previous Inquisition were returned into the Chan- 
cery ;)«• manus Ricardi Emson mitUis, who still continued intent 
on asserting the legal claims of the heirs -general, now doubly dear 
to him, as centering in part in his own blood ; for Henry Sotehill 
had died in his mother's lifetime in 1505, leaving by Joan Empson 
twin daughters, Joan and Ehzabeth, who bad oidy completed the 
first year of their age on the feast of the Ascension of our Lord next 
before the death of their grandmother, i. e. on the 21st May, 1506.' 
Meanwhile, the continuance of the dispute brought along with it 
a hea\-y expence, and the straits to which it gradually reduced the 
family of the subject of these Memoirs, will be found strongly de- 
picted in a letter from Dame Isabel Plumpton to her husband, in- 
serted in the Correspondence. -Vfter the accession of Henry VIII. 
these difficulties so increased upon Sir Robert Plumpton, now no 
longer protected as an Ofticer of the Court, that he was arrested 
for debt, and committed prisoner to the Counter. Of his sojourn 
[ there I find this memorial in the Cartulary :

Item. Edward Soole paid unto Hewgh Reding, the xxx day July, 
for tlie board of Sir Robert Plompton and his servant — sx'. 

Memor. That Sir Robert Plompton and dame Ezabell, his wife, 
hath paid unto Mrs. Reding, the 5 day of August, the yeare above- 
said, for al manner of meate, drink, and bedding, and al other 
things for himselfe, his wife, and servant — iii", and is even for 
every thing to this present day of August." 

But if beggary and imprisonment were the lot of Sir Robert 
Plumpton, a more dreadful doom awaited his arch-enemy, Sir 
Richard Empson, whose maintenance and barratry in the preced- 
ing reign now brought down upon his devoted head the vengeful 
clamours of the victims of his oppressions. On the seventeenth 
day of August, in this same second year of King Henry VIII. he 
was led forth to execution, and, with his accomplice Dudley, be- 
headed on Tower Hill, upon a false pretext of treason to the

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State. His deatli appears to have opened the doors to a compro- 
mise of this protracted suit ; although that course, perliaps, was 
now become a matter of necessity on the part of Sir Robert 
Plumpton. In the first year of Henry VIII. (22 Aug. 1509,) the 
custody of Joan and Elizabeth Sotehill above-mentioned, with 
their marriage, had been granted by the King to Sir William Per- 
potnt of Holme, com. Notts, kt. who had married their mother, 
the daughter of Sir Richard Empson, and widow of Henry Sote- 
hill, esq. Of him the marriage of the eldest of these coheirs had 
been purchased by Sir Marmaduke Constable of Flamborough, 
com. Ebor. kt. as a match for his fourth son, John Constable, esq. 
who from that time had her wardship- With the last-named 
knight, who was nearly allied to all parties, a meeting was ap- 
pointed to be held at York, for the Tuesday after the feast of the 
Translation of St. WiUiam, 10 Jan. G Hen. VIII. 1514-5, by Sir 
Wilham Gascoigne, on the behalf of his uncle and cousin. Sir Ro- 
bert and William Plumpton, to treat of the matter in traverse be- 
tween them, and Sir John RoclifFe and his coparceners; whereat 
it was agreed that the said parties should abide the award of the 
Bishop of Winchester, the Lord Treasurer, the Earl of Surrey, 
and other arbitrators indifferently chosen.* A bond, under pe- 
nalty of a thousand marks, was entered into by Sir Marmaduke 
and John Constable, Sir John Roclife, and Sir William Perpoynte, 
to Sir Robert Plompton and William Plompton, 20 March follow- 
ing, to have effect, " so that the same awarde, ordinance, and 
jugement be maid and given afore the feast of Easter next ensu- 
ing;"" and on the 27th of the same month the following judge- 
ment was pronounced in pursuance thereof:

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Robert Brudnell, one of the Justices of our Soveraigne Lord, and 
John Karnley, gerierall attorney of the said Kinge, send greting in 
our Lord. Whearas thear hath bene divers varieiices and debaites 
late moved and had betwene Sir John Rouclife, knight, and 
dame Margret his wife, one of the cossines and heires of Sir Wil- 
bam Plompton, somtime of Plonipton in the county of Yorke, 
knight, Sir William Perpoynte, kniglit, gardien of EHzabeth Sole- 
hill, another of the cossines and heires of Sir William Plompton, 
Sir Marmaduke Constable thclder, knight, and John Constable, 
esqaire, gardine of Jane Sotehill, another of the cossines and heires 
of Sir William Plompton, on thone partie, and Sir Robert Plomp- 
ton of Plompton aforesaid, knight, and William Plompton, son 
and heire aparent of the stud Sir Robert, on thother partie, of and 
upon the right, &c. we the foresaid arbytrators, calling afore us the 
Councils of the foresaid parties, hearing and seing their titles, &c, at 
the special request and by the consent of the foresaid parties, 
award, ordeyne, and deame of and upon the same, manner and 
forme following. 

" First, we award, ordeyne, and deame that the foresaid Sir Ro- 
bert Plompton and WilL Plompton his son, shall have and injoy 
from henceforth the foresaid raannor of Plompton, audall the messu- 
ages, lands, &c. within Plompton, or withiji the pariah of Spofford 
aforesaid, within the said county of York, to have and to hold all the 
same mannors, &c. to the same Sir Robert and Will: his son during 
their lives, and after their disease to the heir male of the body of 
the said Sir Robert Plompton lawfully begotten, and to the heirs 
males of their bodyes lawfully begotten, and for defaut of such 
heires males, the said mannors, &c. to remaine and come to the 
foresaid Dame Margret RoucUfe, Elizabeth Sottehill, and Jane 
Sottehill, and to their heires, as cossines and heires to the foresaid 
Sir William Plompton, knight. 

" Also we award, ordcine, and deame that the fores^d Sir John 
Rouchfe, and Dame Margret his wife, the foresaid Sir Will: Per- 
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p03rnte, and Dame Jane his wife, mother of the foresaid Elizabeth 
and Jane, when they shall be therto required, and the foresaid Sir 
Marmaduke and John Constable, and the foresaid Elizabeth and 
Jane, at the full age of the said Elizabeth and Jane, by fine, deade 
with warrantry against thabbut of Westminster and his succes- 
sors^ and otherwise, shall do, sufer, and cause to be done all such 
things reasonable, as the foresaid Sir Robert, &c. shall devise for 
the making sure the foresaid mannor of Plompton, &c. 

^Also we award, ordeine, anddeame, that the foresaid Sir John 
Rouclife, &c. shall have and enjoy the resedeu of all the foresaid 
mannors, &c. to them and their heires, according to their inhere- 
tance to them from the aforesaid Sir Will: Plompton, knight, de- 
scended, &c. 

^ Also we award, ordeine, and deame that Sir Anthonie Scale, 
darke, shall have and enjoy his Chauntre in Ripon, which he 
now hath, according to the statutes and ordinaries of the same 
Chauntre ; the Chantry to be hereafter in the gift of such as be 
lords of the manor of Plumpton, if it may be so proved of right to 
belong ; all other benefices to remain to the heirs general. 

" Also we award, ordeine, and deame, if it can be proved afore 
us the said arbytrators, or any of us, within a yeare next after the 
date of theise presents, that the foresaid Sir Robert Plompton 
hath purchased any lands, tenements, and hereditaments ^dthin 
the foresaid mannors, &c. or at his cost and charges hath re- 
deemed or brought home by reason of any title auncestrell any 
lands, &c. and the same lands, &c. be of like yearly value over all 
charges, as the foresaid lands, &c. in Studley Rogers aforesaide be 
yearly worth over all charges or debittes, that then the foresaid Sir 
John Rouclife, &c. shall have to them and their heires of the for- 
said Dame Margret, Elizabeth and Jane Sotehill, according to 
their forsaid olde inheritance, all the foresaid lands, &c. and the fore« 
said Sir Robert Plompton shall then have to him and his heires 
all the foresaid lands, &c. in Studley Rogers aforesaid, any over^

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plus to be made good m money, after the rale of xvi years pur- 
chase."^ 

By way of collateral security for the performance of the award 
by Elizaheth and Jane Sotehill when they came of full age, or by 
their husbands, if married, an estate of 40'' per annum out of lands 
of the proper inheritance of Sir William Perpoynt and Sir Marma- 
duke Constable was, by covenants of the same date as the award, 
agreed to be limited to feoffees, to be conveyed to Sir Robert Plump- 
ton and William his son, in case of any refusal on their part ; the 
legal cost of which feoffment was either to be borne by Sir Robert 
and his son, or they to pay 53*. 4rf. to Sir William Perpoynt and 
to Sir Marmaduke and John Constable." And as a further as- 
surance, in Hillary Term, 7 Hen. VIII. 1515-6, Sir John Nor- 
ton, kt. Sir Richard Maulevery, kt. Sir Thomas Fairfax, kt. and 
Sir William Maulevery, kt. recovered against Sir Robert Plumpton, 
kt. and William, his son and heir apparent, the manor of Plump- 
ton with all appurtenances in the parish of Spofford, they having 
called to warranty Sir John Rouclife, kt. and Margaret his 
wife; and to the Bame four knights Richard Burgh, clerk, the sur- 
vivor of the party in whose name the assize had been brought, 
made a release in full, 10 July, 8 Hen, VIII. 1516. Subsequently, 
at the special request of Sir Robert Plumpton and his son, and in 
pursuance of articles of agreement dated 6 March, 10 Hen. VIII, 
1518-9, the four knights named in the recovery conveyed to 
William Ingleby and Guy Wilstrop, esqrs. Robert Plumpton, 
junior, esq. son of the said Sir Robert Plumpton, and Thomas 
Angrom, clerk, a messuage called Rough FarUngton, and all other 
the lands in Rough Farlington, (save two closes held by

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Richard Plumpton, chaplain,' for term of his life, and of those the 
reversion,) another messuage called Morhouse, also lying within 
the demesne and manor of Plumpton, and three burgages in 
Knaresborough, to the use of Sir Robert Plumpton, and Isabell, or 
Elizabeth, his wife, and to the longer liver of them, to secure thereout 
a jointure of 20 marks ; and a further estate of the yearly value of 
ten pounds was to be made to the same feoffees, for raising an- 
nuities for the three younger sons of Sir Robert Plumpton, to com- 
menoe after his decease, viz. the said Robert Plumpton the younger, 
Marmaduke Plumpton, and Nele Plumpton, the remainders being 
to the heirs male as specified by the award. At the same time 
the manor of Plumpton, and all the other lands and tenements so 
recovered, were conveyed to Thomas Linley, Robert Lampton, 
John Birnand, esquires, to hold to the use of Sir Robert Plump- 
ton for term of his life without impeachment of waste, and after 
his decease to the use of William Plumpton and of the heires 
male of his body coming, and for default to the heirs male of Sir 
Robert Plumpton.y 

The domestic economy of the family, after they had obtained 
this final confirmation of their title to the ancient residence of 
their knightly race, is somewhat curiously exhibited in the follow- 
ing document, which I transcribe entire from the Cartulary. 

" This indenture made the 2 of May, in the 7 yeare of King 
Henry the 8, betwixt Sir Robert Plompton of Plompton, knight,

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on the one partie, and Wiiliarn Plompton, son and heire to Sir 
Robert, esquire, on the other partie, wtnesseth that it is agreade 
betwixt the said parties, in manner and forme following. First, it 
is agread that the said Will: Plompton shal have ordering and 
charge of all the houshold and goods therto longing, and his 
said father, and my Lady his wife, to take their ease and reast, and 
to be at board with the said Wilham at the proper costs and 
charges of the said Will: Also the said Sir Robert hath granted 
to the said Will: al the revenewes and profitts of all the lands and 
tenements with the Lordship of Plompton, to the intent that the 
said \Vilh shall stand and be charged with all manner costage be- 
longing to the said house and houshold, that is to sav, nieate, 
drinke, and wages. Also it is agreed that tlie said Will: shall 
stand to and be charged with his brothers and sisters in all things 
neceessary, except Clare, his sister, which his said mother hath 
promised to beare the charge of hir close. Also it is agread that 
the said Will: shal have delivered al such quick goods and deade, 
as is belonging unto the said house, be bill indented, and to deli- 
ver as many agayne in like forme, except reasonable cause to the 
contrarie. Also it is agred that the said Will: shall at his owne 
libertie take al such servants as he thinks neceessary and profit- 
able for the wele of the said house, except that tlie said Sir Robert 
his fader shal have thre at his owne pleasure, such as he will 
apointe. Also it is agread that the said Will: shall pay or cause to 
pay to the said Sir Robert his father lO^' yearly, to be paid at 2 
several times, that is to say, at Whitsonday 5", and Martinmas 
5'', or within xii dayes next folowing. Also it is agread that the 
said Will: shall pay yearly xx" of such debts as the said Sir 
Robert standeth bound for, after making and deliveri of this in- 
denture, so that he may peasobly occupie the said rents, reve- 
newes, and profits from the day abovesaid to the said debts be 
fuly content and paide; and every yeare to accounte to his said 
father of all his receite and exspences, that his said father may 
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low auerly what overplus may be saved towards the contencion 
6f the said debts. Also it is agread that the said Will: shal have 
the letting of al such farmes as shal be voyd Ijy the advice and 
council! of his said father ; also woodseling by the advise of hia 
father, unto the said debts be paide. Provided always, that if 
theare be any break or varience of or in the premises, that then 
both parties to call for the Minister of St. Roberts, and Sir John 
Alan, parson of Burghwalles, and then he order the cause. In 
witnes of all the premises either partie to theise indentures hath 
set their scales, the day and yeare abovesaid."* 

Sir Robert Plumpton, being now upwards of seventy years of 
age, and feeling his end approach, made the following testamen- 
tary disposition, 10 April, 14 Hen. VII!. 1523. He gives 10" to 
be distributed on the day of his sepulture unto priests, clerks, and 
poor persons. To the House of St. Robert 8rf. per annum for 
ever out of Blaky farme in Knaresburgh. To the church of Spof- 
forth Gs. 8d. To the House of St. Robert all the right he bad 
in Thorp-Garths in Scotton. To Robert Plumpton his son, for 
term of his life, six marks in money, to Marmaduke his son 5 
marks, to Nigell his son 5 marks, which sums William Plompton 
his son and heir was to pay at two terms of the year. To Clare 
1^^^ Rompton his daughter 20''. To Magdalene his daughter 20 
^^^L marks, to be paid by the said William out of his lands and tene- 
^^^vments. To Isabella Plompton, his wife, all the goods in hia 
^^^1 chamber after his death, and the half of all his other goods. He 
^^^V%iakes Marmaduke Plompton hia executor, and William Plompton 
^^^B-liis son and heir, and Isabella his wife, supervisors." How soon 
^^^B^«fter signing this instrument he expired, or on what day hia 
remains were interred in the family vault in the church of Spof- 
, forth, have not been recorded ; but the first act in which his son's

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name appears, as being then in possession of the estates, bears 
date 20 Dec. i5 Hen. VIII. 1523, and contains a release in fuU 
made to him by Richard Plompton of Plompton, clerk, son and 
heir of Godfrey Plompton, esq. of all right and interest in the 
manors of Grassington, Steton, Plompton, Westhall, Langbar, 
and Idle, in the county of York, and in the former property of 
the family in the counties of Nottingham and Derby."" 

Some account of the dispute between William Plumpton, son 
and heir of Sir Robert Plumpton, and William Babthorpe and 
the male branch of that family, founded upon his claim to the entire 
inheritance in right of his wife, the heir general, will be found in 
the notes to the Correspondence ; and I shall here only add the 
following extract from the Itinerary of Leland the Antiquary, who 
visited Yorkshire in the reign of Henry VIII. "Plomton of 
Plomton, a mile from Gnaresburghe. This Plomton hath by the 
heire gcnerall a good parte of the Babthorps lands : but Babthorp 
the Lawyer kepith Babthorpe self, that is, as I remember, in Hol- 
demesse."^ And in another place ; " From Gnarresborow over Nid 
ryver, almost al by wood, mile to Plunton, wher is a parke, and a 
fair house of stone, with 2 toures longging to the same. Plunton 
is now owner of it ; a man of fair lands, and lately augmented by 
wedding the daughter and heir general of Babthorpe s."** It would 
aeem also that the old quarrel was partially revived between Wil- 
liam Plumpton and Sir John Roclife of Colthorp, kt. by reason 
that the latter, upon the chantry of the Holy Trinity in the colle- 
giate church of Eipon becoming vacant, had deputed William 
Cooke of Ripon, chaplain, and Henry Bell, to present Stephen 
Clarkson, chaplain, to the same ; who was admitted on their pre-

and a jury was summoned 30 May, 22 Hen. VIII. 1530, to make 
recognition in tlie octaves of Pentecost, whether Sir Robert Plump- 
ton, kt. was legitimate or a bastard, and as to the right of the said 
William Plumpton to present a fit person to the said chantry.' 

William Plunipton, esq. made his will 1 July, I Edw. VI, 154? : 
among the bequests were 40" to his sister Clare Plompton, and to 
Denis Plompton his son two parts of all his lands, until he have 
received the sum of £-'00; out of which sum he was to give iO^" to 
Anne Plompton, one of the daughters of Robert Plompton, his 
flon and heire, late departed, when of the age of 21 years, and 201' 
a-piece to each of her sisters, Mary and Isabell, in like manner, 
witli right of suirivorship, as also itf* to William Plompton, son 
and heire of Robert Plompton, deceased, when of age, and 40* to 
Robert Plumpton his (the testator's) nephew and servant. By it 
he confirms an annual rent-charge of 40" to Dennis Plompton, 
and small annuities to John Poule, Marmaduke Belbngham, Thoa. 
Garden, and Richard Darcy, out of the manor of Plumpton ; as 
also certain other annuities to Anne Plompton, widow, late wife of 
Robert Plompton, deceased, and to Robert and Neyle Plompton, 
his (the testator's) brothers; " and if any of tliem dye within 17 
yeares next, that then the siud Dennys to have the prodits of two 
parts devided into three parts, towards, the helping of my poor 
kinsfolks. And 1 give to Robert Setliill my servant, for writing 
of this my last will, 6s. Sd. To the poor folks 40». Isabell Plomp- 
ton, my wife, and Dennis my son, to be my executors, and my 
nephew Richard Arthington, and my brother Richard Yorke, su- 
pervbors of this my last will, and to either of them 20"."' Wil-

aged G2, and was buried at Spofforth. 

Robert Plumpton, his eldest son, bom at Waterton, 1? Jan. 
7 Hen. VIII. 1515-B, married 2 Sept. 30 Hen. Vlll. 1538, Anoe 
daughter of John Norton, of Norton Conyers, com. Ebor. esq, 
but died in his father's lifetime, aged thirty-one, and lies buried 
at Luddington, in the isle of Axliolme, the parish church to Wa- 
terton, where he resided. His widow subsequently remarried 
Robert Moreton of Bawtrj', com. Ebor. esq. to whom she was 
second wife. 

William Plumpton, son of Robert, and heir to his grandfather, 
was bom on the feast of St. Anthony, I? Jan. 35 Hen. VIII. 
1543-4, and being a minor when the succession devolved upon 
him, fell in ward to the King. By indenture, 16 Nov. 1 Edw. VI, 
1547, made between King Edward VI. of the one partie, and 
Thomas Bill, esq. one of his Highness' physicians, of the other par- 
tie, by the advice of the Councill of his Grace's Court of Wards, 
the manor of Plumpton and tenements in Ripon, late the property 
of William Plompton, esq, were demised to the said party, he pay- 
ing to the feodary of the Westriding of the county of York, 8', 
15". 8J''. over and above the annuities to the uncles of the ward, 
Robert and Neyle, and 13". 13*. for the dower of Isabell, late wife 
of the said William Plompton ; provided always, that all things 
granted to Anne, mother .of the ward, and to Dennys Plompton 
and Ursula his wife, were excepted and reserved. And 9 Feb. 
2 Edw. VI. 1547-8, the same Thomas Bill, esq. granted to Isabel 
Plompton, widow, the custody and marriage of William Plompton, 
cosin and heire of WilUam Plompton, esq. deceased, and all other 
the premises made from the King's grace unto the said Thomas.8 
Dame Isabel Plumpton died 30 June, 6 Edw. VI, 1552, leaving

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her grandson yet a minor ; and who, by an inquiaition taken 8 
Nov, 6 Eliz. 1564, was found to be of the age of 20 years and 'J 
months. Having completed his full age 18 Jan. 7 Eliz. 1564-5, 
William Pluinpton had a writ of Ousler-le-mayti, first of February 
following, from Sir WilHain Cecil, kt. Master of his Majesty's 
Court of Wards, and Robert Keilway, Sur\'eyor of tlie same. Ho 
had also livery, 31 May, / Eliz. 1565, of all the lands which de- 
scended to him as cousin and heir of Dame Isabel Plumpton 
above-named, his grandmother ; and in tliis same year he revived 
the claim to the manors of Babthorpe and Osgodby, and such parcel 
of the ancient inheritance of the Babtliorpes aa had been retained 
by the male branch of the family. Tlie latter were, however, con- 
firmed in possession by the award of Richard Weston and John 
Walshe, two of the Queens Majesties Justices of the Common 
Pleas, made 20 Oct. 7 Eliz. 1505 ; and William Plumpton had, 
moreover, to give IfiOli, that a fine might pass between him and 
Sir William Babthorpe, kt. in the ensuing Hillary Term, (29 Jan. 
8 Eliz. 156j-G,li) of the manor of Watterton, with the apjjurte- 
nances in ^\'atterton, Amcotes, Colby, Hotoft, and Luddington, 
and of the free piscary in the water of Trent, called Maredyke- 
gartb, in order to assure these premises against all subsequent 
claim. 

William Plumpton married to his first wife Mary, daughter of 
Sir William Vavasour of Hazelwood, kt. and by her had issue a 
son, Robert, and two daughters. By indenture, 2? Nov. 10 Eliz. 
1567, between _Sir Ingram Clifford of Colthorpe, com. Ebor. kt. 
and Dame Anne his wife, and WLUiam Plumpton of Plumpton, 
com. Ebor. esq. it was agreed, that" in consideration of a marriage 
to bee had and solemnised betwixt Ellen Chfford, daughter and 
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sole heire of the said Sir Ingram and dame Anne, and Robert 
Plumpton, son and heir of William Plumpton, before Easter 
next," that Sir Ingram and dame Anne should settle all their 
lands upon feoffees, viz. Robert Morton of Buwtry, esq. and 
WilHam Wydmerpoole of Wydmerpoole, esq. that is to say, the 
manour of Cowlthorp, and Brerton, Steton, Idle, Nesfeld, Studley, 
Eastbume, Glusbiirne, Thorpe, Wray and Longbai^h, com. Ebor. 
Kinalton, Mansfeild and Woodhouse, com. Nott. Edinsor, Has- 
sup, Darley, Pillisley, Wormehill and Chelnierdon, Cowmes, 
Martinside, Baukewcll, RoUesley, Tydswall, Weston, Worderp- 
low, and Hurdlow, Flagg, Twyford, Moxdale, Betfield, Stanston, 
Harberch meddow, Turnedikes, Spondon, Bargshosbam and Lowh, 
com. Derby, to hold the s^d lands to the use of Sir Ingram 
and dame Anne, and the longer liver of them, and after to their 
sons in order of primogeniture to be begotten on the bodies of 
Sir Ingram and Dame Anne, and then to Robert Plumpton and 
EUenor, now tlieir daughter and sole heir, and the heirs of their 
two bodies. Dame Anne Clifford had inherited the estates of the 
family of Roucliff; and it is deserving remark, that if this mar- 
riage had taken place, the long disputed lands that went away 
with Dame Margaret Roucliff, woidd have returned and again 
been united with the ownership of Plumpton. Proindcnce ruled 
otherwise ; both infants died, and 3 December following, Sir 
Ingrnm Clifford released William Plumpton from his bond obli- 
gatory in SOOO" for the fulfilment of the articles contained in this 
covenant.' 

The death of Robert left Ellen and Mary, his sisters, the heirs 
apparent t)f William Plumpton, during his first wife's lifetime ; 
and between Thomas Markham of OUerton, com, Notts, esq. on 
the first part, the said Wdliam Plompton of Plorapton, their 
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father, on the second part, and Edmund Thurland, esq, ^ and An- 
thony Lathom, gent, on the third part, it was covenanted, fiti Jan. 
19 Eliz. 1576-7, that Griffin Markham, son and heir apparent of 
the said Thomas, before he accomphshed the age of fifteen years, 
and if he die before that time, then Robert Markham, gent, 
second son of the said Thomas, shall marry Ellen Plumpton, 
eldest daugiiter of the said William, before she be of the age of 
fifteen years, or if she die before that time, then Marj-, his second 
daughter, before she be of the like age. In consideration of 
which marriage the said William Plumpton agreed to suffer a 
recoverj- of his manors of Plumpton and Rudfarlington, and all 
others the messuages, &c. in the hamlets of Plumpton and Rud- 
farlington, Spofford, Knaresborow, Aketon, Folj-fet, Kirkeby- 
Wharfe, and Adlingfleet, in the county of York, of the manor of 
Sacomb, and all messuages &c. in the hamlets of Sacomb, Ston- 
den, Wadsmill, W'atton, and Stapleford, in the county of Hert- 
ford, and of the manor of Watterton, and all lands, tenements, 
&c, in the county of Lincoln, so as the feoffees, Frances Waferer 
and WiUiam Mason, gent, should stand seised thereof to his use 
for life, remainder in tail male to his sons, and in default to the 
heirs of the bodies of his said daughters as should marry the 
said Griffin or Robert, with other remainders over, and provided 
that the marriage so limited for such daughter do not break by 
her default; the said William to have a power of jointuring 
such wife or wives as he shall marrj- to the amount of 50" a year, 
and if he fortune to have any issue male by any other wife than by 
Mary, now his wife living, after the time of any such marriage, 
that then, within three years after such issue had, he shall pay 
unto the said Griffin or Robert, as shall marry the said Ellen or 
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Mary, the sum of 1000 marks : and the said Thomas Markham 
was to suffer lands of the yearly value of 200^ to descend to his 
son and heir, and to give dower in 100 marks yearly. The 
daughters here named never reached maturity ; and, their mother 
having died, William Plumpton covenanted, 29 March, 22 Eliz. 
1580, to take to wife Anne Griffin, sister of Edward GriflSn of 
Dingley, com. North", esq. on whom the jointure of 50^» per 
annum was settled, and for whose portion her brother was to 
pay, the day after marriage, 500^*, the gift and legacy of Edward 
Griffin her father, and 300^ at Pentecost, 1581 : but the uses 
of the previous settlement were not to be disturbed, save only as 
far as ths admission of the daughters of the second marriage 
to take in coparcenary with those of the first, in default of male 
issue.^ 

William Plumpton had been educated in the doctrines of the 
ancient faith, and the alliances of the family were made with such 
only as shared in the same conviction of its truth. In Yorkshire, 
and the other Northern counties, the Catholics in the reign of 
Elizabeth continued for a while to be formidable both by their 
numbers and property ; but their power was broken by the ill- 
success of the attempted rebellion of their chiefs, the Earls of 
Northumberland and Westmorland. Few escaped exile, impri- 
sonment, or forfeiture ; and one after another their estates passed 
into the hands of strangers, or were extended by the crown for the 
payment of the fines for recusancy. Among the Burghley 
Papers in the Lansdowne collection is one indorsed " A trybe of 
wicked people," and containing a genealogy of the Catholic families 
of Norton, Moreton, Thurland, and Plumpton ; where, after shewing 
that ^* Plumton of Plumton, esq. had issue by his wife, the daughter 
of Norton, Plumtone now of Plumton," this note follows : ** he was

in the lait rebellion and asewered bis lands and now gone over" 
(seas,) i. e. to Flanders." 

M'ilUam Plumpton made hiswill? Jan. 44 Eliz. 1601-2, by which 
he enjoined his body to he buried in Plumpton Quire in Spof- 
forth church, and gave to Ann his wife 100'' and a third of all bis 
goods — to Peter his son for life, and to his wife, his executors and 
assigns, for twenty-one years after his decease, all the lands he 
bought of John Acclome, esq. in Kirkby-*Kpej'-Wbarfe, and the 
Ings there, called Horrington Ings, he paying no rent during life, 
and they 8'" during the term — to Thomas his son, such part of 
the said manor of Kirkeby-«wper-VVbarfe as be bought of AVilliam 
Fairfax, esq. and Francis liis brother, in like form — to Jolm, bis 
son, all that part of the said Lordship which did descend unto 
him, in hke form, save that the rent for the term was to be but 6'", 
and if this were controlled, then to have all those lands which he 
(the testator) bought of Robert Morton, esq. and Robert bis son, 
in Watterton in the county of Lincoln — to Richard his son one 
burgage in Knansburgh called Wintringham Hall, and an annuity 
"i out of Waterton, after the death of his wife — "to my son 
William one annual rent of 20" out of Waterton after the death 
of Anne Plumpton. my wife." To his daughter Clare be bequeath- 
ed '200 marks ; and if she depart not from his son and heir, then to 
have meat, drink, &c. and 5'i for apparel). To his daughters, Eli- 
zabeth, Frances, and Luce, 8^ yearly till they married or accom- 
plished the age of twenty-four years, and then portions of 400" 
each, or 200'" if their marriage was without the consent of their 
mother. The real estate (except the manor of Sacomb in the 
county of Hertford, afterwards sold to Sir Phibp Boteler of 
^Woodhall, kt. and the lands in Kirkeby- guyjer-Wbarfc above- 
med.) to remain settled to the uses declared by the deed of 8

His armour, his best horse, and all 
his goods and chattels at Plumpton, he gave to his eldest son, 
and appointed his brother Edward Griffin supravisor, with a 
legacy of 10", and a gelding of 10'' price. Lastly, he made Anne 
Plumpton his wife sole executrix, and if she intermarried or re- 
fused probate, then Francis Smith of Asliby Folvile and Francis 
Smith his grandchild, William Midleton of Stockeld, esq. Thomas 
Ingleby, and William Metcalfe of the Inner Temple, to be exe- 
cutors, and to ei'erj' of them he gave 5 marks. "Item. 20 
nobles to bee dealt to the poore on the day of my funerall." Six 
days after executing this testament, viz. on the 13th of January, 
WiUiam Plumpton died, being the Wednesday next before the 
feast of St. Anthony, his birth-day, when he would have com- 
pleted liis fifty-eighth year, and was buried at Spofforth.P

The covenants for this marriage were 
made 20 Dec. 3 Car. I. iG27, between Sir Edward Plompton of 
Plompton kt. Dame Frances his wife, and Ann Plompton, widdow, 
his mother, upon the first part, Richard Towneley of Towneley in 
the county of Lancaster esq. upon the second partie, and Sir Raphe 
Ashton of Great Leaver, in the said county, Bart. Sir Peter 
Midleton of Stockhill in tlie county of Yorke, kt. Savile Radclife 
of Todmerden in tlie said county of Lancaster, esq, "and William 
Norton, son and heir of William Norton of Sawley, com. Ebor^ 
upon the third partie, the same to take place before Pentecost ' 
next ensuing. The portion of the lady was £3,000 ; in consider- 
ation of which large sum, and for the better advancement of the 
said Dame Frances, Anne Plompton, and Anne Towneley with 
convenient jointures, it was agreed to make estate to the feoffees 
last named of all the manor of Plompton and Rouglifarlington, all 
the mannor of Watterton and Amcotts and Burton Stather, and 
all the manor of Urslett alius Willoiigh or Wilfe Parke, with the 
mansion-house, [formerly reputed as part of the inheritance of 
Edward King and Mary his wife, or of Sir William Cordall, kt. 
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and Dame Mary his wife, deceased], who were to resettle the same 
upon their several issue in strict tail male. 

But the Civil Wars, in which with zealous loyalty so many 
Catholic families embarked life and fortune, greatly impove- 
rished Sir Edward Plumpton and his son, who held the rank of 
Captain in the Royal army, and to whom 15 Apr. 14 Car. 1. 
1638, the father had yielded up the complete control of the 
property, reserving only to himself the building called "Lower 
Tower in Plompton," in consideration of an annual rent of 200'', 
he being then indebted in the sum of 1 139/. 7s. 8d. as appears by 
a schedule annexed to the deed. The will of John Plompton of 
Plompton, in the county of York, esq. is dated 21 July, -JO Car. I. 
1644, and contains this recital : " First in regard I am in great 
debt, I doe give unto Sir William Ingleby of Ripley, kt. and bart. 
William Midleton of Stockehill, esq. Henry Artliington of Arthing- 
ton, esq. and Christopher Towneley of the Carr, gent, and to their 
heirs for ever, all those my two several mannors and mannor houses 
of Watterton and Uslet alias Wilfe aKas Willough Parke, to sell 
tlie same towards the payment of the several sums in the schedule, 
hereunto annexed:" these sums reach to a total of 6393/. IG*. lOrf. 
The testator at the time of making this will had been hurt in the 
wars, " at Hessamoore, during the siege of York," i. e. 2 July, 
1644, the day that Prince Rupert was defeated by the Parhamen- 
tary forces, on the moor between Hessay and Marston ; from which 
last-named village this field has been likewise called the Battle 
of Marston-moor. After languishing for aeverat days at Knares- 
borough, whither he had been removed, he died and was interred 
in the church of that town. 

Sir Edward Plumpton married, the same year his son died, a 
second wife, Frances, daughter of Richard Chamney, esq. ; to whom 
in his will, dated 26 Jan. 16S4-5, " as having been partaker with 
him and a comfortable yokefellow in these times of his sufferings 
and as having had and received with her a convenient portion," he

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bequeaths all his estate real and personal, " and all his right in one 
lease granted by the late Committee at York, and confirmed by 
the Committee at Haberdashers' Hall, to Mr. Richard Rodes of 
Knaresburgh:" which lease was no doubt held under a secret trust 
in behalf of the testator, his property having been sequestrated by 
the Parliament, 

The year in which probate of this will was taken out is not 
annexed, nor do I find any Plumpton Memoranda extending 
beyond the year 16G3 among the transcripts in the Towneley 
MSS. ; but the inserted Pedigree of the family has been supplied 
with the later descents £rom one communicated by Richard 
Wilson, esq. Recorder of Leeds, in 1755, to Thomas Wilson, and 
entered by him in his Book of West Riding Genealogies, now in 
the Pubhc Library at Leeds, Robert Plumpton, esq. the last of 
bis line, conformed to Protestantism, but returned again to the 
faith of his ancestors. He died at Cambray in France, unmar- 
ried, 8th Aug. 17-19) to which place be had gone to confer 
with his aunt Anne, a Benedictine Nun, who recovered him 
to the Catholic Church. After his death, the estate of Plumpton, 
then reckoned worth about 700/. a-year, was sold by Mrs. Anne 
Plumpton and her coparceners to Daniel Lascelles, esq. who, 
designing to make it his seat, pulled down Plumpton Hall, {or 
Plumpton Tower, as it was frequently called,) and formed about 
its site extensive pleasure-grounds ; but, after having begun the 
erection of a new building, he desisted and went to five at Golds- 
borough Hall, another of his purchases, on the opposite side of the 
river Nidd, and which, hke Plumpton, had once been the residence 
of a knightly family. From this gentleman descends Edward 
Lascelles, Earl of Harewood, Lord Lieutenant of the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, the present owner of the lordship and domain 
of Plumpton.

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LETTERS WRITTEN TO SIR WILLIAM I'LUMPTON. 

Latter II, The assiimeil date of this letter is certainly erroneous. 
Prom the phrase, " I may nought be but of Cuunsell," it is clear that 
the writer was not in the eserciae of judicial functions ; moreover, it 
is well known that the SheriOs were customarily chosen on the mor- 
row of All Souls, so that it was always in Micbaelmas Term that their 
year of oihce expired, when tbey had (o be apposed of their greenwax, 
or in other words to pass their accounts before the Treasurer and 
Barons of the Exchequer; nor was this process usually delayed 
beyond the Term. This letter will, therefore, have been written the 
same year that Sir William Plumplon served the oflice of Sheriff 
for Yorkshire, or for the counties of Nottingham and Derby, aud 
prior to the appointment of Brian RoucliCTto be third Baron of the 
Exchequer, in the reign of Henry VI. The Letters Patent lo this 
effect are teste "d 2 Nov. SB Hen. VI. 1450. and he was confirmed in 
his judicial situation 8 May. 1 Edw. IV. 1401. 

Letter III. The writer of this letter is erroneously described in the 
note as of Middleton, com. Derb. $ir Richard Bingham, kt. Jus- 
tice of the King's Rench. resided at Midleton, com. Warwick ; 
which manor he had in right of his wife Margaret, one of the sisters 
and coheirs of Baldwin Frerill of Tamworth, to whom he was second 
husband. He died 22 May, 10 Edw. IV. 1470, and has a monumen- 
tal inscription to his memory, yet preserved in the church at Midleton. 
(Dagdale's H'armckshire, vol. II. p. 1052.) 

Letter IV. This letter should follow Letter V. ; the correct dale is 
19 Mai/, 1403. 

Letter V. The conjecture in note 1> is inadmissible; there was a 
family of Greyndour of considerable eminence in Herefordshire at 
Ibis period, and the lady of John Earl of Worcester, himself resident 
on the borders of Wales, was undoubtedly sprung from this stock : on 
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the other hand, the name of Graindorge had merged in Nesfield long 
before the date of this letter, llie near relationship of Thomas 
Eeckwith to the Lord Treasurer may be accounted for in another 
manner. The mother of Thom&s Beckwith is said in the Pedigree of 
the family entered at the visitation in 106G, to have been a daughter 
of Sir John Baskervile, the family of which name was seated in Here- 
fordshire. This locality gives a likelihood to their being connected 
with the Earl of Worcester, and from the designation " Awnte son," 
here used, we may presume that the lady was half sister to the EarFs 
father. The date of this letter is determined to the year 1462, 
inasmuch as John Earl of Worcester, who had been made Lord 
Treasurer 14 Apr. 2 Edw. IV. 14G2, was superseded in his office 
24 June, 3 Edw. IV. 1463, by Edmund Lord Grey de Ruthyn. 
It should be added that no direct proof of Thomas Beckwith having 
held the office of Escheator of the county of York has been seen by 
the Editor. 

Letter VI. The date of this letter should be 1465; Thomas Goldes- 
burgh became bound with Sir John Norton, kt. to Sir William Plump- 
ton, 1 Oct. 5 Edw. IV. 1465, for performance of covenants before 
the feast of the Nativity of our Lord next following {ChartuL n, 568) ; 
** att twentie day of Yoole" will, therefore, have reference to Christ- 
mas in that year, i. e. to the Tres seplimams NativitatU, or interval of 
time within the third octave of Christmas. In like manner it had 
been one of the articles of agreement between Robert Rosse, esq. and 
Sir William Plumpton, 33 Hen. VI. 1454, that the former should find 
Sir James Pickering, kt. and William Wakefeild, esq. or other two 
men like them, to be bound to the said Sir William by statute merchant 
in 400li, that he the said Robert shall suffer all the lands to descend upon 
his son Thomas, who should wed Johan daughter of the said Sir Wil- 
liam, that he the said Robert hath by his father or ancestors. By the 
same covenant, it was agreed that if Johan die within the age of twelve 
years, then 200", the money given by Sir William for the marriage, to 
be repaid, and on the other hand Robert to have the governance of 
the married couple, and the amount of her jointure, till Thomas, her 
son, came of age. (Towneley MS.) It was, in fact, the usual custom in 
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tbe feudal age for parents to contract for the preferment of their 
daughters in marriage, or for an advantageous match for their eldest 
son, when the parties were yet in infancy; and such marriage was so- 
lemnized hy the rites of the church, and followed hy the removal of 
the children to live under the same roof, though not yet arrived at the 
age of puberty. In some instances, there was an express stipulation 
in the covenant that the parties should not lie together till one or 
other of them reached a certain age ; for it was otherwise the interest 
of the parents, on whichever side the alliance was most advantageous, 
to hasten consummation, by reason of the axiom of Canon Law then 
in force, Concnbitus non consensus facit nvptias. It also may be collected 
from the subscriptions to these letters, that the affinity between the 
parents attached from the time of such solemnization ; yet, if the 
woman at the age of 12 and after, and the man at the age of 14 and 
after, disagreed either of them to the marriage, they might marry 
again to others without any divorce, and have the precontract reck- 
oned as if it had never been ; on the other hand, if they agreed, then 
there was need of no new marriage. Thus Margaret Roucliffe, who at 
the time of her marriage in 1463 had but just completed her fourth 
year, was residing at Cowthorpe with her father-in-law in 1465, and he 
in this very letter speaks of her as his daughter, and subscribes him- 
self when addressing her father, ** your serviseable brother." These 
precontracts are hardly reconcileable with the doctrine of the Roman 
Church, which gives to matrimony the grace and efficacy of a Sacra- 
ment, and it may be doubted whether it was so classed hy the Ca- 
nonists before the time of Pope Innocent the Third ; if so considered, 
then the solemnization at so early an age, with the possibility of its 
being a vain ceremony should the parties disagree, seems to be a 
suspension of heavenly graces little suited to the nature of so sacred 
a rite.

Letter XXVIII. The Mr»$t Patcht was the day four weeks from 
Easter, which Sunday was usually called Dominica mentis Pamhte, and 
always fell in Easter Term; so that an appearance fixed for Mente 
PaMcke was, in fact, for Monday iu the fourth week after Easter. In 
1417, the year in which this letter was written, as may be collected 
from the allunion to the match in contemplation between Robert 
Plumpton and Mr- Gascoigne's sister, Easter-day was on the sixth 
of April, and consequently the morrow of Maue Patcie would be 
the fourth of May. 

Letter XXIX. " Untrew peopell of their hands." This was for- 
merly an ordinary English phrase, now entirely lost. Thus Shak- 
apeare, " Thou art a Ull fellow of thy hands." Win/er'i Tale, V. 2.

pressly gives us to understand that the King removed from Notting- 
ham to Doncaster on Saturday, the 15th of April, and that such 
removal was in the week following his arrival there. This letter 
bears date on Monday in that preceding week, and was certainly writ- 
ten during the sojourn of the court in Lincoln, where Edward Plump- 
ton, the writer, was in attendance upon his master the Lord Strange.
